‘The draft of the agreement reached by 
Barnes and the Chinese Minister was drawn 
up by Barnes and was accepted by ‘both 
sides without a change. Ex-Secretary of 
State John W. Foster acted in an advisory 
capacity .to the Chinese Minister. 


Value of the Concession. 

‘This Sgreement was reached on April 13 
and signed the next day. Subsequently it 
was ratified by an imperial edict by the 
Chinese government. The concessions ob- 
tained by the company provide for the build- 
ing of a trunk line railroad from Hankow, 
south to Canton, a distance of about 1,000 
miles. It will run through the richest and 
most fertile region of China. The popula- 
tion of that section of China is 200,000,000. 

The road, it is estimated, will cost $40,- 
000,000. Bonds for 10 per cent more than 
the total cost are to be guaranteed by the 
Imperial Chinese gevernment. The 10 per 
cent additional, or, $4,000,000, is clear profit 
to begin with. The bonds are to be paid 
in gold, to run fifty years, and to bear 5 per 
cent interest. 

The Chinese government also agreed to pay 
the American-China company 5 per cent on

“I would be surprised beyond measure,” 
he said, ‘‘ té find that Dr. Andrews has done 
an act so discourteous as resigning without 
first seeking a conference with me. No one

ceased to surprise me, though I do not under- 
stand it. Each and every member who has 
opposed me in board meetings has been to 
see me time and again, assuring me of per- 
sonal support in anything I should desire.

IN A HOMICIDE. 


William’ Shoots His Elder 
Brother Noble, Who Had 
7 Vowed and Tried to 
Kill Him. 


SLAIN WHILE A CAPTIVE, 


Deed Occurs in Alton Train at 
Girard, the Victim Be- 
ing in Custody 
of Sheriff. 


[BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT .] 

Caritinville, Ill., Dec. 3.—[{Special.]—The 
mutual hatred of brother against brother in 
a feud over the partition of their father's 
estate led to the cold-blooded murder this 
afternoon of Noble Kent, who was being 
brought here handcuffed on a Chicago and 
Alton train to answer to a charge of at- 
tempting to kill his brother William, now 
his assassin. Noble Kent was riddled ‘with 
bullets while he sat in the smoking car in 
charge of Sheriff Davenport. 

The shooting took place at Girard, thir- 
teen miles northeast of Carlinville, and in 
the presence of more than thirty witnesses. 
The victim died without moving a muscle. 
The men in the smoking car were thrown 
into a panic, while in the next car several

Mr. Barnes, it is sad, had an understanding 
that his 10,000 shares were to be exchanged 
into the $5,000 shares of the syndicate with- 
out his paying anything additional. 

In all about $300,000 was subscribed to the 
syndicate, and this is said to be the cash 
financial basis of the $12,000,000 profits 
which may grow into $24,000,000. 

Mr. Barnes saw Mr. Brice several times 
about his compensation, but is alleged to 
have heard nothing definite until Oct. 6, 
when he received a letter from C. L. Sanford 
Beatty, Secretary of the China-American 
Development company. an 

This communication told him that at a 
meeting of a committee of the syndicate a 
resolution had been passed providing that 
no claim of Thurlow Weed Barnes for com- 
pensation should be recognized. This reso- 
lution also provided that as he had failed to 
pay the additional $4,000 on each of. his 
shares in the original company they had 
been put up for sale. 

Barnes at once consulted his lawyers and 
the suit for $1,000,000 was the result. 

The American-China Developing company 

is a Jersey corporation. While no answer 
has been made to the papers filed by the 
plaintiff it is said that the American-China 
company holds that Barnes was working for 
the syndicate, of which he was a member, 
and not for himself, and ajso that the real 
work was done by the special agent, A. W. 
Bash. 

On the other hand, it is contended that

FRANCE’S VERDICT FOR 
$57,760 AGAINST THE — 
WORLD’S FAIR REVERSED. 


Attorneys Regard the Suit Growing 
Out of the Burning of the Manufac 
tures Building in 1894 as Practi- 
cally Ended. 


An opinion handed down in the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals yesterday 
puts an end to the case of the Republic of 
France against The World’s Columbian Ex- 
position Company.. The opinion, which is 
given by Judge Showalter and concurred in 
by Justice Harlan and Judge Woods, re- 
verses the decision by Judge Grosscup, by 
which the plaintiff was awarded a judgment 
of $57,760 for. damage to exhibits in the 
Manufactures Building in the fire of Jan. 8, 
184. | 

The opinion remands the cause to the 
United States Circuit Court, with directions 
that the plaintiff be required to file a new 
declaration within a time to be fixed by the 
court. As the Judges of the Circuit Court 
of Appeals found that the declaration fails 
to show that the plaintiff has any cause of 
action, Attorneys Edwin Walker and Arthur 
Eddy regard the case as disposed of. 

The French Republic, through its attor- 


’ neys, Burry & Runnells, claimed that all its 


exhibits had been ruined through the negli- 
gence of the defendant company, The Ex- 
position company, as defendant, claimed 
that the exhibiters were required and agreed 


to remove all their exhibits prior to Jan. 1, 


1894, and made a general denial of all the 
allegations. 

Suit was commenced by the Republic of 
France in ‘the United States Circuit Court 
on May 25, 1894. A judgment against the 
defendant company for $57,760 was entered 
on Nov. 8, 1897, and the case was taken into 
the United States Circuit Court of Appeals 
on a writ of error. Arguments were begun 
last January, and the matter, which was 
taken under advisement, was not settled 
until yesterday. |

This was the beginning of the end ofa 
story of which the earliest chapters are 
interwoven with the history of Macoupin 
County. Girard, where the shooting oc- 
curred, is only three or four miles from 
Virden. But the story of the Kent murder 
had its beginning when Abner Kent came to 
Virden years ago and began building up a 
fortune by farming. He died last February 
and left an estate of $20,000. In his will he 
gave nearly all to his younger son, William. 
To Noble, the eldest child, he gaye littie 
beside absolution from the debts the son 
owed his father. He left a small legacy, 
however, to Noble's daughter. 


Swears to Kill William. 

When the will was read Noble Kent, ina 
rage, swore that he would kill his brother 
William, and a short time later attempted 
to put this threat into execution. Noble 
said his younger brother had influenced their 
father in the making of the will, and had 
prejudiced the old man’s mind against his 
elder son. 

At this time Noble Kent resided at Peoria. 
He attended the little meeting at the Ma- 
coupin County Courthouse, where the will 
was proved, and uttered his threat against 
William's life as the two parted. The next 
heard from him was when, in the darkness 
of night, a few days later, he went,o the 
family homestead, near Virden, and through 
a @indow fired a bullet into his brother's 
temple. 

After long suffering William recovered 
sufficiently tu go about his business, but 
the pressure of the ball on his brain has im- 
paired his speech, and he can talk only ina 
whisper. 

Noble. Kent after the shooting made his 
escape, but some months later reappeared, 
and William, fearing another attempt on his 
life, offered $250 for his arrest. 

A short time ago the fugitive was captured 
at Springfield, but William was unable to 
raise the $250 until last Friday, when he 
wrote to Sheriff Davenport that he had the 
cash and to come on and go to Springfield. 


_ §$hoots His Captive Brother. 

The Sheriff went today. On the way to 
Springfield he was met at Virden by Will- 
iam, who gave him the reward money. On 
the return trip nothing was seen of Will- 
iam, who had boarded the train at Spring- 
field, till the coal shaft at Girard was 
reached, when he entered the smoker, and 
in the first seat he. passed saw the Sheriff 
and his brother, He took two steps past 
them, turned, and, without a word, begam 
shooting. 

Six shots were fired in quick succession. 
They were from two heavy revolvers, held 
one in each hand. The victim of the mur- 
der. sat crouched in the seat with his 
derby hat drawn partly down over his face. 
One bullet. plerced the crown of the hat 
and entered the topofthe head. Two others 
tore through the brim of the hat and into 
the forehead, one of them pinioning the 
hat to the man’s head, with a piece of wire 
from the hat brim driven into the bullet 
wound. A fourth bullet entered the left 
lung and passed out at the back. 

With a smoking revolver in each hand, 
William Kent then jumped from the train 
and soon disappeared among the shrubbery 
of the village graveyard. It was 4:48 o'clock 
when the shooting occurred and nearly dark. 
Sheriff Davenport left the body of his prison- 
er in the care of L. M. Ross of Carlinville and 
went in pursuit of the murderer, but falled to 
find him. 

At 5:30 o’clock the train arrived here and 
the body of Noble Kent was taken into the 
Chicago and Alton baggage-room, where it 
was viewed by hundreda of people. Coro- 
ner Hart arrived on a later train, impaneied 
a jury, and made-an examination. It was 
found the man had been literally shot to 
pieces. The murderer had stood so close 
that the flesh was burned by the powder. 

Noble Kent, 35 years o)d, was considered 
the black sheep of his family and none here 
was surprised when he was disinherited.

Britain Must Yield in Nicara- 
gua Case if She Hopes for 
American Aid,

“OPEN DOOR” QUESTION. 


Importance of the Struggle 
Which Is Opening for 
Oriental Trade. 


QUANDARY FOR SALISBURY. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE NEW 
YORK JOURNAL]. 


London, Nov. 26.—Within a few hours after 
the annexation of the Philippines imposes 
upon the United States the immediate duty 
of finishing the Nicaraguan Canal. Lord 
Salisbury has been made aware of the inten- 
tion of the United States to control the 
canal when it is built and to arrange a pro- 
tectorate with Nicaragua-quite independent 
of British influence or British protests. 

The necessity for haste in the completion 
of a naval and commercial highway between 
our Atlantic coast and our new empire in 
Asia is thoroughly understood at the Foreign 
office. The British government is waiting 
anxiously for the inevitable communication 
in which President McKinley will inform 
her Majesty’s government that the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty is no longer regarded by the 
United States as a valid or binding agree- 
ment. Under the terms of the treaty the 
American government would be prevented 
from exercising any special control or in- 
fluence overthe Nicaraguan Canal, would be 
debarred from fortifying the entrances to 
the canal, and would be shut off from any 
treaty in this regard without the consent of 
Great Britain. 


Salisbury’s Difficulty. 

_ “The darkness on the horizon of interna- 
tional love arises from a sudden apprehen- 
sion at the Foreign office that Secretary of 
State Freulinghuysen was not joking when 
he asked the British government to recog- 
nize the almost indisputable faet thdt the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty was dead beyond all 
hope of resurrection. Lord Salisbury is 
anxious to avoid friction, but it is said that 
he will decline to assent to the proposition 
that this treaty is void. Yet he knows, a3 
every member of his government knows, 
that the.momernt Congress authorizes the 
building of the Nicaragua Canal the whole 
American. people will insist that the canal 
shall be under exclusively American con- 
trol, not.only that we shall have a secure 
means of swinging our armed fleets sud- 
Genly from the Atlantic to the Pacific, but. 
that our great Atlantic ports shall have 
ready access by water to the trade of the 
Philippines. 

No man can foresee how grave may be the 
complications involved in this struggle be- 
tween the two countries on this point. Your 
correspondent has taken pains to inquire 
whether Great Lritain has modified her 


position since 1882 regarding the Clayton- 


Bulwer treaty. The information is that 
British policy in this regard has not de- 
flected so much as the breadth of a hair. 
In view of this dangerous element exist- 
ing in the relation of the two nations and 
the possibility that a sudden blaze of anger 
may spread beyond control, it is not hard to 
see the importance of having as soon as pos- 
sible a responsible and capable American 
Ambassador tn England to assist in shaping 
the situation before it becomes too acute. 


England Wants the ‘“‘ Open Door.”’ 

It is the firm belief of her Majesty's Min- 
istérs that if an outbreak of passion on the 
subject of the Clayton-Bulwen treaty can be 
avcided, Great Britain can count upon the 
active moral and physical support of the 
United States next year in demanding the 
‘open door” for all nations in every Chi- 
nese port and province to which the Chinese 
admit ahy nation. Not only this, but there 
is a growing conviction that if this demand 
is resisted the United States and Great 
‘Britain will make each a joint or simultane- 
ous naval demonstration in Asiatic waters, 

These are not theories, but substantial 
facts. ‘Every statesman in England in or 
out of office recognizes the “open door” 
policy of the United States in the Philippine 
Islands as the first gun in a battle to be 


| waged by the two great Anglo-Saxon na- 


tions for equal rights to all nations in Asia, 

The gigantic preparations whicn are visible 
in every naval establishmént/of the British 
empire all relate to this same hope of joint 
action by the United Btates and Great 
Britair® next year. 

One of the most important men in the Con- 
servative ,pavty said today that the desire 
of Great Britain for joint action with the 
United States in Asia was sa great in the 
British official breast that what seems now 
to be an inevitable impending clash on the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty may be averted by 
the acquiescegce of Lord Salisbury in the

HOW WEALTHAFFECTS SOCIETY 


Bradley Martin Jr. Discusses the Right 
to Spend Money Lavishly—Pro- 
portionate Savings.

London, Dec. 3.—Bradi¢y Martin Jr. con- 
tributes to the December Nineteenth Cen- 
tury an article entit!ed *‘ Is the Lavish Ex- 
penditure of Wealth Justifiable?’’ He says: 

** It seems to me that ina year of great de- 
pression an increased and tinexplained de- 


mand for pure luxuries is beneficial to a 


community. When financial depressions 


occur people have to cut down expenses, but 


this is done almost entirely out of luxuries. 
People must have food and railways must 
run, whatever happens; therefore, it is the 
bonnet-maker; florist, and so forth, who 
suffer most and are in greatest need of 
assistance. 

“Two years ago in New York a fancy ball 
took place which gave employment to seam- 
stresses. glovemakers, cab drivers, and 
others who otherwise would have beert out 
of employment all winter. In fact in many 
trades hands were called in from other cities, 
but. great as were'the direct benefits caused 
by this abnormal demand, the indirect bene- 
ats to trade were far greater. The business 
then placed in the hands of dressmakers and 
tailors enabled them to again employ com- 
mercial travelers in their business and thus 
an impetus was given to trade that was 
appreciably felt over the country. Those 
directly employedewere able to add to the 
trade revival as they’ had more money to 
spend on the necessaries and luxuries of life 
and those from whom they obtained them 
wefe in their turn able to give more employ- 
ment to others, and this repeated itself right 
down the social scale, and was equally true 
of cab drivers on the one hand and hotel 
proprietors on the other, In fact, the ball 
was like a pebble dropped into a. millpond 
which created a ripp'e that extended to the 
boundaries in an ever widening circle.” 

He asks two questions: ‘‘ First, Can a 


rich man rightfully be prevented from 


spending his tncome as he chooses? Second, 
Is a millionaire member of a community to 


be desired?” }And in the course of his answer 


Says: ‘‘ The richer a man is the greater is 
the proportion of his savings to his income. 


Most rich men save more than half of their 


income. whilst in the case of enormous for- 
tunes a much greater percentage is attained. 
Take a man with a fortune of £20,000,000. 


He, at 5 per cent, has an ihcomie of £1,000,000 | 


yearly, of which he could not well spend 
more than £100,000 a year. Now, if this 
£20,000,000 was owned by 10,000 persons in- 
stead of ont they would all have as their 
share £100 a year, of which they would prob- 
ably spend £490; therefore their savings 
would amount in the aggregate to £100,000, 
whilst a multimillionaire’s sayings would 
be £900,000 from the same capital. There- 
fore a-community which had the muftimil- 
lionaire would grow richer at the rate of 
£800,000 a year at compound interest over a 
community which had its property divided 
up, even supposing that 10,000 persons could 
invest their money as advantageously as one 
who had so much more capital to manipulate 
and that the inducement to save we equal.”

Until re- 
centiy he was engaged in the produce com- 
mission business in South Water street, and 
he solicited trade at ruinous figures in the 
hope that his corner would raise prices 
where he could make a handsome profit. 
Now he is under bonds to appear before 
United States Commissioner Humphrey on 
Dec. 12 for a hearing on a charge of using 
the mails for fraudulent purposes or in fur- 
therance of a scheme to defraud. 

The evidence promised in the case will go 
to show that a large number of shippers who 
sent turkeys to Hamm for marketing never 
received any payment for their birds, >

picture of B. J. Hamm, with the words 
printed below: 

B. J. Hamm, Treasurer of Evergreen Park, Chi- 
cago, Ill., handles two hundred thousand dollars 
($200,000) of public money annually. 

As if further to reassure prospective ship- 
pers, Mr. Hamm’s circulars called attention 
to the fact ‘‘ the position I hold in this city 
is one of such great responsibility and trust 
that I feel that this will be a sufficient guar- 
antee that shippers will be well treated.” 

With such arguments Mr. Hamm began as 
long ago as last June to ply telegraph opera- 
tors throughout the territory tributary to 
his market, and even as far away as north- 
ern Texas, with requests to supply him with 
the names of shippers in their districts. He 
informed the operators that he was an old 
telegrapher and signed himself fraternally 
yours.”’ 

These feelers were followed with offers of 
commissions to operators and station agents 
who would turn shipments in his direction. 
They were offered $2 a car on hay, $38 on 
grain, $6 on potatoes, and $10 on apples, and 
half of commission profits, or 24% per cent 
on all poultry, butter, eggs, cheese, and sim- 
ilar products.

Mahomet, Ill., Dee. 3.—[Special.]—-There 
were. hunters, farmers, boys, women, 
children, bloodhownds, foxhounds, dachs- 
hunds, common curs, horses, clubs, 
guns, revolvers, and wild excitement at 
the great wolf hunt in the western part 
of Champaign County today. There was 
shouting, and hallowing, and the winding 
of hunting horns; the merry sound of the 
chase from hill and dale, and the deep- 
voiced baying of hounds struggling in the 
leash. It was a great wolf drive. -Only 
there were not any wolves. | 

‘That was all there was missing to’ make 
the wolf drive the greatest event that ever 
shook Mahomet from its stem to circum- 
ferente, or come near jarring the village 
into risin off its foundation. Every living 
thing in five townships turned out to the 
great drive, but the wolves persistently de- 
clined to take part in the entertainment 
gotten up especially for their benefit, 

In fact, therumor is current in Mahomet to- 
night that the wolves, My a brilliant flank 
movement, went around the right wing of 
the north line of invaders, and fell upon the 
unprotected sheep inthe rear. All the men, 
and boys, and hounds, and curs—the vigilant 
defenders cf innocent lambs—were round- 
ing up cows and rabbits in Andy Phillippi’s 
field, and the wolves walked in and took 
what captives they wanted and put them 
immediately to death. 


Wolves Decline to Comé. 


The great wolf drive took in six townships. 
Scott, Hensley, Brown, Newcomb, Condit, 
and Mahomet was the territory on which the 
drive tcok place. The roundup was near 
the center of Hensley Township, on Andy 
Phillippi's farm. Here is where the wolves 
were to be ruthlessly slaughtered. Ofcourse 
as the wolves would not come the ruthless 
slaughter had to be indefinitely postponed. 

The day of the great drive opened cold and 
dark. A thick mist’‘lay over the prairies 
and a sharp wind from the north pinched the 
wolf hunters’ ears and sent them skurrying 
the faster across the flelds. Four lines were 
to be formed, inclosing the territory over 
which the drive was to take place. 

But only Mahomet and Hensley Townships 
started their lines at the agreed hour, 9 
o’clock., In the other townships the farmers 
posted off to the hunt whenever they got 
ready, and, as tramping acrossopen country 
and hammering with a big oak club on every: 
clump of bushes is more or less fatiguing, 
the Champaign County husbandmen went to 
the drive in farm wagons. 

If the wolves had been considerate enough 
to have gotten out into the road so that the 
teams could have pursued them the drive 
might have been more successful. Only the 
wolves wouldn't. Over at Mahomet, where 
the wolf drive was bred and born, and which 
was the hotbed of the campaign of exter- 
mination against the four-footed sheep 
stealers, the town was awake long before 
daylight. 

Bloodhounds Tree Citizens. | 

Hunters who had come overland thirty 
miles, all the: way from Monticello, with 
bluvdhounds that ought to be at work chas- 
ing Eliza across the ice in Uncle Tom’s Cab- 
in companies, camped in the streets. The 
bloodhounds. clanked their chains and 
howled and once in a while gave additional 
local color to the story of the drive by break- 
ing loose and treeing the most prominent 
citizens of Mahomet. 

Captain Miller, who is commonly known as 
** Chicken ’’ Miller; because of his vocaiior 
as a poultry buyer, and who was com-

mander-in-chief of the forces in the war of 
extermination against the wolves, rode up 
and down the streets on a prancing bay, and 
exhorted his-army to be brave and vigilant 
and-not.to sct the dogs on the cats. 

The battalion, which formed with its right 
resting on Mahomet, stretched northward 
along the Sangamon River. . 

Line of Battle Advances. 

At 9 o'clock Captain Miller rode down 
the lane and gave the command, ** Forward.” 
The majority of the hunters found it cold 
sitting on icy fences waiting for orders, so 
they had already moved forward in detach- 
ments of skirmishers, The hunters yelled 
and beat: at trees and bushes with thefr 
clubs, while the hounds, still held in leash, 
pulled their keepers ovcr the plowed ground 
like tugboats yankifig an unloaded steamer 
down the river. 

Over the brown fields and through little 
patches of timber land the long thin Iine 
of wolf hunters kept on their way until over 
by Andy Philippi’s farm a scraggy pole stood 
propped against the fence with a white 
This was the gory 
field where the marauding wolf was to die. 
In‘the center of the field, right where it had 
been intended to drive the wolves, stood 
about 200 farmers’ boys and more dogs. 

There were no wolves. 

Will Dunaway, who came over to New- 
comb, was the hero of the day. He sawa 
wolf. He was surrounded for an hour by an 
eager crowd who wanted to hear all the par- 
ticulars and also wished to know why Will- 
iam had shooed the wolf away instead of 
bringing him into the roundup.

MORE FLAGS FLY IN CUBA 


‘TWO'‘RAISED IN SANTA CLARA PROYV- 
INCE BY OCCUPYING TROOPS. 


American Commissioners Call on Cas- 
teHanos, the New Governor General 
~—Build Camps and Railways for the 
Coming Soldiers—Evacuation Work 
Progressing Rapidly—Big Task of 
Cleaning Streets of Havana—Outly- 
ing Towns Ask for Police. 


Havana, Dec. 3.—At noon today the 
American forces, having previously taken 
charge of Sancti Spiritus and Trinidad, in 
Santa Clara Province, the Stars and Stripes 
were officially and with impressive ccre- 
monies hoisted over the city halls and the 
military, government, and other public 
buildings in those cities. When the flags 
were unfurled the bands played ‘‘The Star- 
Spangled Banner,’ and the soldiers and 
large crowds of citizens cheered enthusi- 
astically. 

General Wade, President of the United 
States Evacuation commission. accompan- 
led by Colonel Clous, Judge Advocate, Cap- 
tain Hart, the official interpreter, and 
Majors Alma, Allison, Butler, and Brooke, 
called upon Captain General Castellanos, at 
the palace, today. They were received by 
the President of the Spanish Evacuation 
commission, who introduced them to Gen- 
eral Castellanos. | 

The meeting was of the most cordial nature, 
and when the Americans retired the Captain 
General accompanied them half way down 
the stairs, and shook hands with all of them. 
The Spanish military guard on duty at the 
palace was drawn up and rendered the 
usual military honors tou the American visit- 
ors. 

San Antonio de Los Banes, Province of Ha- 
vana, and Jaguey la Grande, Province of 
Matanzas, were evacuated by the Spanish 
troops yesterday. 

The official records of Matanzas show there 
were 5091 deaths there, and seventeen births 
during the month of November. 

The work of cleaning the streets of Ha- 
vana under American auspices began to- 
day. Over 100 men were engaged in sweep- 
ing the main thoroughfares. The refuse: 
was taken to Paula wharf, where it was 
towed out to sea in scows and dumped ten 
miles from land. 

All the troops which have arrived here so 
far are in excellent health. The Second En- 
gineers, together with 300 Cubans of Gen- 
eral Menocal’s division as laborers, are busy 
preparing the camp for the troops of the 
Seventh Army Corps, which are expected to 
arrive here shortly... 

The engineers are making surveys and 
plans for the construction of trolley lines 
anil an electric light plant, and for the sew- 
erage and drainage of Mariando and Que- 


cated. 

The wharves and railroad extension from 
the Triscornia landing to the junction of the 
united railway tracks will be ready, ac- 
cording to contract, by Feb. 1. 


CUBANS ENTER A COMPLAINT. 


Americans Have Ill-Treated and 
Abused Natives. 


Havana, Dec. 1.—Colonel Hood, command- 
er of the Second Immunes, stationed in the 
Holguin district, has received a letter signed 
by the heads of the principal families in 
Gibara, complaining against rought treat- 
ment on the part of the American soldiers. 
The letter says that women have been beat- 
en, and that when the local policemen at- 
tempted to interfere they were badly hurt 
by the soldiers. 

The letter adds that when Gibara was 
under the control of the insurgents no out- 
rages were committed against the inhabi- 
tants. 

El Triunfo, a newspaper of Gibara, ener- 
getically protests against the alleged out- 
rages, and says that the American govern- 
ment ought not to disgrace the nation’s 
name by sending to Cuba undisciplined sol- 
diery. El Triunfo is a Cuban paper. 

News from Nuevitas, Province of Puerto 
Principe, says that people there are’ also 
complaining, but General Carpenter has 
given assurances that all.abuses on the part 
of the soldiers will be promptly punished. 
The people of the City of Puerto Principe 
are highly pleased with General Carpenter 
and his men.

Day’s request, as the long morning session 
developed a divergence of opinion. Had the 
joint session been held the Americans would 
not have entered it as a united body. The 
exact nature of the differences of opinion 
cannot be ascertained, but it is believed some 
of the commissioners are in a more yielding 
mood toward Spain than their colleagues. 

There is no doubt that the Spaniards on 
Monday will report the arrival of their gov- 
erninent’s instructions, the absence of which 
caused Friday’s adjournment. 

Among onlookers there is a skepticism 
concerning these instructions. It is believed 
that they constitute a diplomatic scapegoat 


delay necessary to them. 

The report from Berlin that Germany Is 
negotiating for the purchase of the Caroline 
Islands is confirmed from several quarters, 
although Count von Munster-Ladenburg, 
the German Ambassador here, informed a 
correspondent of the Associated Press that 
he knew nothing at ali about the matter. 


Spain a Bargain-Hunter. 


- The American commissioners are inclined 
to believe the report, and it is looked upon 
as explaining the reluctance of the Span- 
lards to give the Americans an answer in 
regard to the Caroline Islands, as well as on 
the question of religious liberty there, and 
the latest developments confirm the report 
that the Spaniards have been instructed rot 
to yield on these points until they have made 
a good bargain. 

The position of the commissions, says an 
American commissioner, is the same as two 
card players, each studying his own hand 
and waiting for his opponent’s tead. 

In spite of this temporary halt In the nego- 
tiations, and contrary to general opinion, 
Judge Day, President of the American com- 
mission, believes the treaty will be signed 
next week. ) 

But a great deal of work must be done be- 
fore the treaty is ready for the signatures, 
as after ten weeks of negotiations the only 
articles accepted by the two commissions 
are the three leading ones providing for the 
cession of the Spanish colonies, and these 
onjy in principle and not in language. ; 

The question of a coaling station for the 
United States in the Caroline Islands is not 
likely to prove a serious stumbling bicck. 
The Americans have not made it one of the 
demands whose granting is essential to the 
conclusion of the treaty of peace. Some of 
them are enthusiastic in its favor, and none 
of them thinks Germany’s negotiations for 
the Carolines are likely to lead to complica- 
tions. between Germany and the -United 
States. 


French Claims Refuted. 


In French official circles it is asserted 
that, under the Pope’s award of 1885, Ger- 
many already possesses certain nights in the 
| Carolincs which would prevent Spain from 
selling us one of those islands, 

But this is a matter which has already 
been investigated by the Americans, who 
find that Germany’s rights refer to certain 
fishing privileges of German citizens, and 
their right to a coaling station to be agreed 
upon mutually between Spain and Germany. 

All this was set out in our foreign relations 
book of 1886, and thers is nothing to prevent 
Spain from selling us any island she chooses. 
She undoubtedly desires to sell the group, 
and might be willing to transfer them to the 
United States if her price ts paid.

Viewed from Washington. 


Washington, D. C., Dec.°8.—While it is be- 
ginning to be recognized that the chances 
are against the conclusion of the work of the 
Peace Commissioners in Parisin time for the 
Americans to take the steamer of the 10th 
for home, the officials are not discouraged 
at the outlook, knowing that the delay in 
the proceedings of the commission admits of 
a reasonable explanation at some points. 

For instance, there has been some difficulty 
in reaching an agreement as to the disposi- 
tion of the public property in the Philip- 
pines, including. war material, guns, and 
stores. 

It seems, however, likely now that the 
commissioners wiil agree to adopt a plan 
for the disposition of the claims, based upon 
the procedure that governed in the case of 
the Spanish properties in Porto Rico. 

It will not .\be necessary, it is hoped, to 
send a joint evacuation. commission to Ma- 
nila, as was done in the evacuation of Ports 
Rico, but simply to adopt the plan laid down 
by the Porto Rican commission. 

It is surmised that the American commis- 
sioners have been much more concerned by 
Spanish overtures looking to the allowance 
of exceptional advantages for Spanish com- 
merce with Cuba and Porto Rico than about 
other matters of negotiations which really 
seemed to be of larger importance. 

The explanation of this is the realization 
on the part of the commissioners that any 
agreement on their part to concede such 
special advantages might not only arouse 
the opposition of the commercial classes of 
the United States, but bring upon the United 
States government a series of demands from 
the great commercial nations of the world 
with which we have treaty relations for 
the allowance of similar concessions under 
the operation of what is known as the most

The explosion wecurred about’ 7 o'clock 
this evening while the steamer was lytng in 
its berth at pier 20, East River. It has only 
been discharged friym transport service for 
the government ami is fresh from Roach’s 
yard, where it recetwed a thorough overhaul- 
ing, including, it is said, new steam plpes. 
and boilers, It was scheduled to sail at 1:30 p. 
m. today for Galveston, via Key West, but 
was detained in order to place on board an 
unusual quantity of feeight. 

It carried thirty paswengers. 

At the time of the accident the ship had 
cast off its Hnes and the tugboat President 
had its line taut to msasist the Alamo into 
midstream. Its enginas Rad made but two 
or three revolutions gvhen the explosion 
came. It gave forth a report that was heard 
all through South and Water streets, and the 
force of it sent a shock and a shiver through- 
out the length of the steemship. The floor- 
ing of the deck immediatly over the engine- 
room was torn into splirters, and the steam 
poured. up through the open seams in clouds, 

The sound of the escaping steam was 
mingled with the shrieks of the dying men 
who were enveloped in it. 

Captain Hix and Chief Engineer Cornell 
hastened to the rescue of their men. The 
flow of steam was checked with great diffi- 
culty and not until the lapse of five or six 
minutes, 

Then it was found that it had completely 
filled the engine-room and firwroom, and that 
all who had been confined there had been not 
only parboiled but suffocated by it. There 
was no sign of life left in ome of the bodies, 
and in several instances the sétin had peeled 
off from their hands and faces. 

The second engineer was found close to the 
break in a position which showed he had 


tried to shut off the steam at the boiler when 


the accident ,occurred and had died in the 
attempt. 

Two of the firemen were found gripped 
in each other’s arms at the foot of the lad- 
der leading from the fire hole. 3 

The manner in which Passemger John 
Stoneman was injured could not be learned. 
The Mallory line agent refused to give any 
information eoncerning the accitlent. THe 
gates of the pier were locked up and guarded 
by a watchman, who gruffly refused -.ad- 
mittance to all comers.

We saw that the deck had been 
torn up and that the steam was coming up 
in a hissing cloud, and for a moment we 
could hear the stifled ‘cries of the man be- 
low.

‘1 cannot believe that any one was ever 
treated brutally or Iinhumanely at the John 
Worthy School,’ said John G. Shortall. * It 
is too carefully conducted for that. 1 don’t

“ You can’t appeal to the moral sense of 
some of the young rogues who are sent there.

“But‘I do not approve of punishing the 
boys\in that way before the others, even 
those) who have been reprimanded. That is 
doing it with too much 6clat. It is making 
too’much of It. Let the boy take his punish- 
ment alone, and the others will be certain 
to find out about it. The culprit probably 
will make out the whipping to be a good deal 
werse than it was to the others, and it will 
have a better effect. “et

DEMANDS FULL PAYMENT. 


Declares Remeasurement of His 
Work Was Made Too Late 
to Show Facts. 


COUNTSON MAYOR’S SUPPORT 


John McCarthy, the contractor for street 
repair work, took the warpath yesterday. 
He deciared Controller Waller's statements 
as to overcharges in street repairing bills to 
be “false in almost every particular and 
grossly exaggerated in the remainder,” and 
said he would stand by his original measure- 
ments and force the city to pay him all he 
claimed to be due him. He attacked the 
character and knowledge of the men em- 
ployed by Controller Waller to measure his 
work, and characterized Mr. Waller's posi- 
tion as ‘‘a grand stand play on the part of 
the watch dog of the treasury.”’ 

McCarthy, attacks both the honesty and 
the correctness sof the remeasuring of his 
work in street repairing, and claims it is im- 
possible, where a patch has been put ina 
cedar block pavement, to determine the 
boundaries of the patch three weeks after the 
work has been done if there has been any 
considerable traffic on the street. 


McCarthy Gives His Views. 

Speaking of Mr. Waller's report, based op 
the reports made to him by the men he 
had employed remeasure McCarthy's 
work and check their findings against the 
meee turned in against the city, McCarthy 
said: | 
“There was not one piece of my work 
measured by his so-called detectives within 
three months after the work was completed. 
The Mayor has in his possession testimony 
from the four largest, oldest, and most relia- 


cago that such work cannot be accurately 
measured one month, and, in many case, one 
week, after the work has been finished. 
This testimony is corroborated by the most 
experienced and the ablest expert civil en- 
gineers, general inspectors, and surveyors 
in this city.”’ 

McCarthy also attacked the character of 
Andrew J. and Robert H. Reid. the men who 
had measured his work for the Controller 
and reported he had overcharged the city 
30 per cent, saying were private de- 
tectives, willing.to be employed in divorce 
cages, and challenged Mr. Waller's good 
faith in the matter by asserting of the de- 
tectives that ‘‘they were employed not to 
find my work.”” And again he said: * I also 
charge that the detectives deliberately sup- 
pressed every report which coyld be con- 
strued as favorable to me.”’ 

McCarthy also showed a copy ofa letter he 
had written to Mayor Harrison on Novy. 18,

with the Controller for a remeasurement of 
the work and a settlement of his clairns

results of that remeasurement, in which he 
asserted it would be impossible to mescure

Says Contract Does Not Bind. 


Speaking of that subsidiary contract, Me- 
Carthy said he was convinced it was of no 
lega! value, but he was undecided whether 
he should repudiate it and go to the courts 
in an attempt to get his money or allow the 
contract to stand. He would not acknow!l- 
edge ‘such to be the fact, but it was current 
report that McCarthy does not cdre to 
decide one way or the other until he has seen 
the Mayor, as he thinks there are many rea- 
sons for believing Mayor Harrison will help 
him out when he gets home. 

Controller Waller's report shows explicitly 
he did what he did without consulting the 
Mayor, and Mr. Harrison -was in ignorance 
of his plan to check up the McCarthy bills 
until after the work had been finished and, 
from a politician's view point, the mis- 
chief done. 

The point in the entire matter which has 
attracted the most attention is that. M¢e- 
Carthy’'s bills, which Controller Waller says 
are over $40,000 in excess of the amount of 
work actually done, were all indorsed as cor- 
rect by the officers of the Street department: 
of the city whose duty It is tolook after just 
such things. | 

Says Some One Is to Blame. 

Commissioner McGann said that if Con- 
troller Waller's finding is right some one 
in the Street department is badly to blame, 
and said an investigation would be started 


as soon as the remeasuring of the work is 


completed. The inspectors who certified to 
the eorreetness of McCarthy's bills are Den- 
nis Sullivan, W. R. Kellogg. Edward Col- 
ford, and Daniel Cooney. The last named 
is an old employé of the city, who has always 
horne an excellent reputation. The others 
are not so well known. A story was around 
the City Half that perhaps there might be 
other officials than these inspectors responsi- 
ble for the mistakes in the bills, but Com- 
missioner McGann said he did not see how 
that could be possible. 

It is agreed on all hands, however, that 
if McCarthy should decide to stand by the 
original figures in his bills and take the 
case into court, he would be much helped in 
his laweuit by the fact that his bills have 
been indorsed as correct by all the city 
officials charged with the duty of inspecting 
and auditing them. The case is looked upon 
as similar to that of Wier & McKechney, in 
relation to their northwest land tunnel con-

Edwin S. Skillen, Convicted of Failure 
to Make Memorandum of a Sale, 
Takes an Appeal. 


Edwin 8. Skillen, a member of the Board 
of Trade, was yesterday found guilty in the 
United States District Court of having failed, 
contrary to law, to make a memorandum of 
a certain sale.

The list of candidates for the Speakership 
includes L. Y¥. Sherman, Macomb: W. I. 
Guffin, Pow Paw; E. C. Curt!s, Grent Park; 
Devid HF. Shanahan and George M. Boyd, 
Chicago; Charles A. Allen, Hoopeston; Rob- 
ert ©. Brown, Sparta; George C. Rankin, 
Monmouth; and Charies T. Cherry, Oswego. 

The list will probably be reduced before 
Springfield is reached. The critics seem to 
think Alien may drop out and those who 
profess much knowledge of what is going 
on say Mr. Boyd will also retire early in 
the game. At present Sherman and Guffin 
take the lead, with Shesman just a few 
shades the stronger as regards sentiment 
among politicians. 

Legislators and party leaders were busy 
about the hotel corridors and up in Gov- 
ernor Tanner's apartmerts all day. The 
Governor complained last evening of feeling 
tired and when asked what he had been 
doing to weary him replied: , 

*O, nothing but seeing and chatting with 
callers.”’ 

Of the candidates Sherman, Guffin, and 
Shanahan spent considerable time ingthe 
Governor's presence, and received the 
same encouragement. Curtis did not seek 
an interview. 

Mr. Tanner told Sherman, Guffin, and 
Shanahan he would not mix in the fight. 
Behind the Governor's attitude, though, 
stands an unsolved proposition, which may 
work changes in the situation. That is the 
» Allen bill issue. Should any man who sup- 
ported this measure be elevated to the Speak- 
ers chair? That is the question which must 
be determined before either the State admin- 
istration or Cook County’organization makes 
known its choice. When the decision is 
handed down it is believed the two interests 
will be together. 

Since an administration and anti-Allen 
law combination has been formed to organ- 
ize the Senate bets are being offered that the 
same thing will Be done in the Lower House. 
In that event neither Sherman nor Allen 
could be Speaker. The indications are that 
Curtis will fall unvindicated and sorely dis- 
appointed. With the indorsement and back- 
ing of the Cook County machine Shanahan 
thinks he could land the prize. But when 
the leaders get to looking over the cost they 
may conclude to look fora new man. Some 
of the aspirants fear this. It is said the ten 
new Chicago members have agreed they will 
stand together on every proposition.

The dominat- 
ing note is the historic importance of the 
entrance of the United States on a new ca- 
reer in which it is destined to be closely 
associated with England in interests and 
sympathies. 
The nation, which has been steadily en- 
larging its empire by .a series of annexa- 
tions, beginning with Jefferson‘’s great pur- 
chase and ending with Alaska and Hawaii, 
and also ‘exercising an effectiv@ protectorate 
ever tropical America in the Monroe doc- 
trine and exempung the Western Hemi- 
sphere from the European scramble going on 
in Asia and Africa, has been doing a good 
deal’ of work in the modern world. This 


_ work has not interested Englishmen because 


Americans have acted independently of them 
on lines of their gwn. 


England and Germany Co-operate. 

The essential feature of the new career of 
expansion is the fact that it is.not one of 
splendid isolation, but the Anglo-Saxon peo- 
ple have been drawn together into harmoni- 
ous working relations. Sympathies have dis- 
placed jealousies, and there is correlation of 
the strongest forces of civilization for pro- 
moting the ends of peace and progress. The 
war with Spain began after England had 
thwarted an attempt to establish a European 
concert on the Cuban question, and it has 
ended without the slightest effort on the 
part of Germany to create a European con- 
cert on the Philippine question.. America 
has taken her place among the great powers 

* of the world, and England and Germany are 
both acting with her and expecting her 
assistance and morals rt in their diplo- 
macy in the far East. Hardly a single Eng- 
lish journal fails to lay stress upon this 
assurance of the future codperation of the 
Anglo-Saxon race, as the greatést result of 
the war with Spain. 

Proofs of this common action are already 
found in the probable adoption by America 
of the “open door”’ principle in the Phil- 
ippines, the possible purchase of the Caroline 
Islands by Gerniany, and the ultimate con- 
sent of England to modify the Clayton-Bul- 
wer freaty so as to enable the United States 
to construct and control the Nicaragua Ca- 


Bal under guarantees of neutrality similar 


to those maintained for the Suez Canal. 
Today’s Spectator again advocates the ab- 
rogation of the treaty by England with the 
single condition that the Americans shall 
complete the canal within a definite period, 
. but signs are not wanting to indicate that 
the State department and the Foreign office 
_ will find it more expedient to mend the con- 
~Yention than to end it. 


_ Spain’s Misfortunes. 

While the attention of the English people 
is centcred upon the work of the Peace cum- 
mission now virtually finished, as marking a 
hew landmark in the world’s history and 
disclosing the trend of future évents of far- 
reaching importance to the fortunes of the 

. Anglo-Saxon race, there is also.a feeling of

Lord Kitchener’s 
project for founding a Gordon College at 
Khartum has attracted much attention, 
coming as it does from a man of action with 
a wonderful talent as an organizer. His 
fund is well nigh raised already. So great 
is his prestige that‘he needs only to ask any- 
thing he wants. The English imagination 
is fascinated by the idea of founding a col- 
lege where the children of the sheiks can be 
taught English and the rudiments of knowl- 
edge. Such a school will be a proof that al- 
truism lies at the root of English rule in 
Africa and that armaments are not increased 
simply for the sake of expending millions in 
the expansion of the empire. Lord Kitchen- 
er has succeeded after a brilliant military 
exploit in arousing the sense of moral re- 
sponsibility for the improvement of the na- 
tive races in the Soudan, where the Egyptian 
soldiers have heretofore ybeen content to 
shoot down dervishes in battle by thousands. 

The whole enterprise is an admirable corol- 
lary to Mr. Balfour's fine speech on the Eng- 
lish policy, one of the most thoughtful, 
philosophic addresses heard from the plat- 
form for a long period. THe Liberal leaders 
are also speaking constantly, and Mr. As- 
quith has ggne so far as to recast the New- 
castle platform under seven heads, begin- 
ning with a demand that popular control 
from top to bottom shall follow grants of 
public money for educational purposes, and 
ending with a removal of the veto of the 
House of Lords. Mr. Asquith’s program is 
consistent, but contains no novelties, ex- 
cept his method of signaling for the attack 
4ipon the landowners’ privilege.

Hand the Triple Alliance 
Is Tottering.

London, Dec. 3.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 

New York Times.]—The week has provided 

a sensation in the shape of a question which 

has suddenly reéchoed throughout Burepes 

Will the triple alliance break up? 

The occasion of the question was the 


speech of Count von Thun, the Prime Mim | 


ister of Austria. Germany has not only 
expelled the Danes from North Schleswig, 
but also the Bohemian and Polish laborers 
from Saxony. Denmark can only protest, 

But Count von Thun promptly declare@ 
that Austria would defend her subjects, with 
every possible emphasis, and adopt a pollay 
of reprisals against Germans in Austria. 

The London Times’ correspondent in Vieme 
na telegraphed that the whole country waa 
ringing with this utterance. The Times’ 
Berlin correspondent telegraphed that the 
speech had fallen upon Berlin like a thume 
derbolt. 

The New Frete Presse, the Austrian semie 
official organ, frankly remarked that such 
a tone was only conceivable on the assumpe- 
tion that it was intended to prepare for the 
termination of the alliance. The Germam 
press broke out In invective remonstrance, 


Nothing could alarm Europe more than 


such a prospect. The triple alliance has 
been the chief prop of European peace for 


nearly twenty years. No official accoun® 


of it has ever been published, but {t ig knowm 


that it was signed Oct. 7, 1879, between Gere 
many and Austria, ard joined four years 
later by Italy. It is also generally accepted 
that Roumania, the most powerful of the 
Balkan States, gave qualified adhesion te 
it a few years ago. | 

Prophecy by Bismarck. 

Bismarck’s autobiography affords a strife 
ing commentary on this alarm. He frankly 
admits that he did not expect the Austro- 
German alliance to endure permanently, and 
said: : 

* We cannot abandon Austria, but neither 
can we lose sight of the fact that the policy 
of Vienna may willfully abandon us.”’ 

Moreover he expected that Catholic Auge 
tria would once more gravitate to the side 
of France, when the latter became again a 
Catholic monarchy, as he believed would 
be the case. 

Every diplomatist, therefore, !s now aske. 
ing whether the moment thus foreseen by 
the wisest heads of the century Is at hand. 
Everybody knows that Austria and Russia 


have recently drawn closer together than » 


for many years. A definite agreement is 
existing between them as regards the future 


of the Turkish Empire, while, on the other ® 


hand, Kaiser Wilhelm has either by accle 
dent or by design totally departed from 
Bismarck’s and his father’s lifelong policy 
of remaining on good terms with Russia 
at any cost, for Russia regards the Kaiser’s 
friendship with the Sultan and his ambi- 
tions in Asia Minor as directly eimed 
against her interests. 

Furthermore, the Germans of Austria ere 
gravitating fast toward the fatherland 
since it has become evident that the Aus 
government its ‘ytelding to the demands 
the Slav peoples. 

The triple alliance has been already thrice 
renewed formally, and expires, unless again 
renewed, in 1894; but, as Bismarck says, 
“all contracts between great States ceasq 
to be unconditionally binding @s soon as 
they are tested by the struggle for exist 
ence.”” 

Therefore, although word hae now beem 
passed to minimize Count von Thun’s 
speech, diplomatists have had a scare, the 
effects of which will certainly become morg 
and more evident. : |

Berlin, Dec. 3.—[Copyright, 1898, by the 
Associated Press.]—Spain’s acceptance of 
the terms of the United States has, natural- 
ly, keenly interested the German govern- 
ment and press, although, adhering to its 
policy consistently followed throughout, the 
government has-uttered no opinion either in 
interviews or through the medium of the 


Semi-official prese. 
But the newspapers generally admit that 


the German breeders do not raise enough 
cattle and pigs to satisfy the needs of the 
nation, and that the systematic exclusion of 
foreign cattle and swine has decidedly 
lowered the quality of the meat brought to 
the market, and has heightened the price to 
such an extent that horse and even dog 
meat has become staple with the poorer 
classes in certain districts, and notably in 
large cities. The memorial also proves 
that the meat consumption of: Berlin has 
decreased since the rigid exclusion of for- 
eign meats. 

The German agrarian press, on the other 
show that the importation of American pork 


increased enormously during the current 


year, and may reach the figures of 1897. » 


Defends American Flour. 

One of the largest Berlin wholesale dealers 
writes to the Vossische Zeitung saying that 
the statement in the agrarian press that 
much of the imported American flour is 
adulterated is utterly untrue. He adds that 
not a single case of adulteration has been 
discovered in the Berlin market. 

German dealers in America have also for- 
warded to the Imperial Hygienic bureau a 
protest against these prejudicial statements. 

A bill has been drafted by the government 
for introduction into the Reichstag as 
soon as the federal governments have ap- 
proved of it, pegulating private insurance 
companies and providing for an imperial 
bureau In Berlin. 

The measure adopted will take the control 
of the American and other foreign insurance 
companies out of the hands of Prussia and 
the other separate States and place it in 
those of the empire, which would bea gr 
improvement for American interests, as it 
would also lead to common regulations for 
the whole of Germany. 

Frank Knaak of New York, who has been 
imprisoned on the charge of treason in re- 
ferring to Emperor William as a “ calf’s 
head,” is still in jaii, in spite of the efforts of 
the United States embassy and of nis coun- 
sel to bring about his release on bail. His 
liberation has been refused on the ground 
that his trial will be expedited. It will take 
place before Christmas.

The Cologne Gazette attributes Europe's 
non-interference in the peace negotiations 
at Paris to mutual jealousies, and expresses 
the opinion that the Americans will find 
the new colonies a greater source of troubie 
than they suspect. 

The Lokal Anzeiger says that the Ameri- 
can government will probably eschew com- 
pulsory general military service in America, 
but that its hired forces will come largely 
from Cuba, the Philippine Islands, Central 
and South America, and east Asia, ‘‘ thus 
reviving the medieval system of mercenary 
troops.”’ 

Warns England of America. 

. The Voerwuerts declares that it is already 
certain that England will find her main 
competitor in the American as well as in 
east Asian markets to be not German, but 
the United States, and not merely com- 
mercially speaking; “the United States ts 
a rising star, and between the United States 
and Great Britain the fight for the ex- 
ploitation of these districts will begin.” 

The Deutsche Zeitung has published a long 
editorial regretting that Germany had not 
intervened between Spain and the United 
States, and concluding as follows: | 

“And can we obtain nothing from the 
Spanish colonial estate, which is visibly, 
piece by piece, being sold at auction?’”’ 

The imperial meat inspectéon bill, which 
was introduced in the Reichstag early in 
the session, is now taking a surprising 
turn. 

The ‘agrarians themselves, for whom the 
bill was introduced, now strongly object to 
it, unless, as thiey assert, it is greatly altered. 
They find that the bill, in its present form, 
cuts them nearly as much as it does the 
American meat importers, inasmuch as it 
provides for a rigid inspection of their own 


meat when it is broukht to market, and for 


its rejection or confiscation if it is found to 
be diseased. 

Therefore, since there is an enormous 
amount of disease in German cattle and 
swine, as shown by official statistics and 
the regular publications of the. Reichsan- 
zieger, all this will hit them hard, unless the 
government agrees to reimburse the owners 
of confiscated or rejected meats. 


Wrangle Over Meat Bill. 

Strong pressure has been brought to bear 
on aoe, ae government to Ifsert a 
clause the bill providing for the indemni- 
fication of domestic owners, and over this 
clause a wrangle is now proceeding between 
the various German governments. ‘ 

Prussia favors a moderate indemnifica- 
tion, while the other German States 
neurly all against it. | 

In the meanwhile the agrarian press con- 
tinues its warfare on all American meat, the 
main organs, the Deutsche Tag Zeitung and 
the Hamburger Nachrichten, advocating the 
total exclusion of aH A canned 
meats and sausages. 


In strange contrast with this is a memo-— 


rial about the meat famine, drawn up by the 


municipality of Berlin, which proves that 


Mr. Knaak denies that Emperor William 
was the person he designated as a calf’s 
head, and his lawyer has evidence that Mr. 
Knaak, on former occasions, spoke in com- 
plimentary terms of Emperor William. Itis 
also claimed in the prtsoner’s behalf that he 
was intoxicated at the time the alleged of- 
fense was committed. 

The Emperor is in no way pleased at the 
reception he met with from the Berliners 
when he came here on Thursday last to re- 
view the guards corps. The cheers came 
chiefly from the soldiers along the route. 
His Majesty noticed this, and is said to 
have remarked to the Empress, loud enough 
to be overheard by the crowd: : 

“This town ts the least patriotic of all 
the towns in Germany. A nice reception 
they are giving me.”’ » ' 

Ih addition to this, not one of the Berlin 
papers suggested decorating the city or 
otherwise celebrating the homecoming of 
the imperial couple. 

A significant fact was that the French flag 
was hoisted at the French Embassy on the 
occasion of the Emperor’s entry inte Berlin, 
and it was emphasized by the fact that 
the French Ambassador, the Marquis de 
Noailles, watched the procession from the 
balcony of the Embassy. 

This {s exceptional, and was regarded 
as being significant of the French govern- 
ment’s desire to be on friendly terms with 
Germany just now. A similar compliment 
was paid to the Emperor by the United 
States and Russian Embassies, which are 
situated on the Unter den Linden. 

The North German Gazette says the Em- 
press intends to publish a volume of the 
photographs taken by .herself in the Hofy 
Land, the profits to be devoted to charity. 


Austrian Premier in Bad Favor. 


The German newspapers are highly in- 
dignant over the recent speech of Count 
Thun-Hohenstein, the Austrian Premier, in 
which he threatened in the Reichsrath at 
Vienna to retaliate against Prussia’s-expul- 
sions of Austrians from the frontier prov- 
inces. 

Emperor William, however, is said to Bf 

dissatisfied at the “ want of tact” shown 
by the Prussian officials and many of them 
may be replaced. But the action of the Aus- 
trian Premier is considered serious, as it is 
regarded as indicating the attitude of Aus- 
tria. 
It is pointed out that Count Thun-Hohen- 
stein’s speech was intended to please the 
Czechs and the Poles, who detest the idea 
of an alliance with Germany, which is bound 
to suffer by such an Incident. Indeed, the 
idea prevails here that the days of the Dreli- 
bund are numbered. Several of the Berlin 
papers express this conviction. 

The Cologne Gazette, in an article compar- 
ing the navies of Germany and the United 

tates, says thag in 1901 the American navy 
will be larger than the German navy, and it 
urges the government to push the present 
shipbuilding scheme so as to get on equal 
terms with the United States. 

Germany, from next April, will have a 
third secretary at its Washington Embassy.

The Min- 
isterial organs trumpet in chorus that with- 
drawal will never be consented to. 

It looks like a deadlock to outsiders. To 
those who know it is a purely diplomatic 
difficulty easily removed should its removal 
be desired. 

The preferential treatment of Great Brit- 
ain is 25 per cent off the tariff Imposed on 
the products of all other nations. This 
seems to be a 25 per cent discrimination 
against the United States. In reality it is 
nothing of the sort. The commission can 
discover when they officially wish to do so 
that in the entire list of products brought 
into Canada from outside there are but two 
classes in which the United States product 
pays higher duty than the British product— 
namely: manufactures of cottons and man- 
ufactures of metals. There ts nothing else 
worth a moment’s consideration brought 
into Canada from Great Britain that comes 
from the United States, or vice versa. Can- 
ada’s bill of goods from the United States 
is made up of items not produced in Great 
Britain in sufficient quantities for home con- 
sumption, much less for export, with the 
sole exceptions mentioned above. 


Warships on the Lakes. 

Washington advices that the British 
Commissioners agree to allow United States 
warships for salt water to be built on the 
great lakes, conditioned on reciprocal! favors 
elsewhere, are received with great satisfac- 
tion in Ministerial circles here. They con- 
‘firm the forecast in THs TripuNne last Octo- 
ber. The only:real opposition by the gov- 
ernment at any time was to warships being 
built for actual service on the lakes—not for 
salt water. The feeling is unanimous that 
Canada is morally bound to freely extend to 
Uncle Sam every possible facility in this 
and every other way for the development of 
maritime interests. 

Senator Mason's views on a give and take 
tariff arrangement between the United 
States and Canada were read with delight 
here. Canada will be satisfied with any rea- 
sonable readjustment that injures no 
American interest, but will largely increase 
interchange of products and the volume of 
trade on both sides of the line.

tate Board Called to Con- 
sider the Matter. 


MAYOR INVITED TO SPEAK 


Mr. Yerkes and Mr. Bowen Ex- 
pected to Appear for Tran- 
- sit Companies. 


SHARP OPPOSITION IN SIGHT. 


Street railway franchises will be discussed 
at a special meeting of the Real Estate 
board tomorrow. Mayor Harrison, Mr. 


| Yerkes, and President Bowen of the South 


Side system have been invited to be present 
and state their views. Owing to the variance 
in rea: estate men’s opinions, it is said two 
resolutions are to be drafted for introduc- 
tion at the meeting. One will favor fifty- 
year franchises and the other will indorse 
Mayor Harrison for his firm stand against 
the proposition. 

George Birkhoff Jr. and other prominent 
members of the board claim that the meet- 
ing cannot constitutionally be held. The by- 
laws provide that special meetings may be 
called by giving three days’ notice to each 
member. The fotices, though mailed late 
yesterday afternvon, are dated Dec. 2. The

Chicago, Nov. 28.—Henry A. Knott, President 
Chicago Real Estate Board, City—Dear Sir: The 
undersigned, believing that the real estate interests 
of the City of Chicago are detrimentally affected 
by the failure of the various street railway com- 
panies and the municipal authorities to agree 
upon terms for extension of franchises now expir- 
ing, thus preventing the building of new and the 
improvement of old lines of transportation; and, 
believing further, that the present is a favorable 
opportunity for adjusting the differences between 
the railway companies and the municipal author- 
ities on @ basis that will produce considerable an- 
nual revenue for the city, thus relieving real es- 
tate of a portion of the burdens of taxation it now 
bears; and, further believeing, that it is vitally 
important that some agreement béftWeen the mu- 
nicipal authorities and the street railway com- 
panies be had, would respectfully request you to 
call @ special meéting of the board for the purpose 
of considering und discussing this important ques- 
tion; and that his Honor, Mayor Harrison, or his 
accredited representative, and the representatives 
of the street rail interests be invited to be 
present at such meeting.

Many Men Refuse to Sign. 

A large number of real estaté men declined 
to sign the call on the ground that the board, 
as a non-partisan organization, should not 
take any part in so delicate a question. Mr. 


‘Birkhoff and other members of the board say 


that the meeting is inspired by the street 
railway interests, who hope to secufe from 
the board an indorsement of the fifty-year 
franchise scheme. Mr. Birkhoff said: 

‘**T consider the calling of a special meet- 
ing of the Real Estate board to consider the 
question now pending between the City of 
Chicago and the street railway companies 
regarding the extension of franchises as ill- 
advised and something that is entirely for- 
eign to the purposes for which the board was 
organized. The petition was circulated by 
men who are closely allied to Mr. Yerkes 
and are largely interested in street railway 
securities, and it Is my firm belief that when 
the board considers this question it will 
either refuse to interfere or else will sustain 
the Mayor in the position he has so far main- 
tained against the demand of the street car 
companies. 

“It would be poor policy for the Real 
Estate board to place itself on record in 
favor of a corporation and against the inter- 
ests of the public. While I regret that the 


' meeting has been called I have no doubt as 


to the ultimate result, as I have great con- 
fidence in the conservatism and public spirit 
of members of the board. The meeting, how- 
ever, cannot be held on Monday at 2 o'clock 


, without violating the bylaws, which say: 


‘ Special meetings may be called at any time 
by the President, or by any five others, by 
giving three days’ notice to each member.’

President Henry A. Knott of the Real 
Estate board said he was in favor of the 
meeting. ‘‘ No city is so far behind in the 
street railway matter as Chicago,” he said. 
“The controversy over it is hurting.Chi- 
cago and I want to see it settled.” | 

William A. Bond said: “ I would be much 
interested to hear the views of the railway 


people as to why they consider it essential 


to their interests that their franchise should 
be extended for fifty years, and at the same 
time I should like to know the reasons that 
have influenced the Mayor in standing so 
firmly against an extension for more than 
twenty years. But if any public discussion 
is had both parties should be present. It 
would not be fair to have only one side rep- 
resented. I am not in favor, however, asa 
member, of having the Real Estate board 
take up the question as an Organization. I 
would much prefer to have the board con- 
fine its efforts and influence to matters of 
revenue reform, transfer of titles, and kin- 
dred matters. I believe the board has 
gained its present position and influence 
after many years by limiting its investiga- 
tions and work to property interests, and I 
do not believe that the duration of street 
railway franchises beyond twenty years 
bears such a close relation to real estate 
interests that the board ought to take it up. 
It would be directly within the province of 
the Civic federation and the Municipal 
Voters’ league, and jn my opinion the dis- 
cussion can well be left to those organtza- 
tions and to the Mayor of Chicago.”’ 


Opposed to Long Franchises. 

Eugene H. Fishburn said he was opposed 
to fifty-year franchises, and had full confi- 
dence in the ability of Mayor Harrison to 
protect the interest of the public in negotia- 
tions with the traction companies. 

L. Hammond said: All real estate 
men want to see the matter settled fairly, 
but I, for one, am opposed to franchises of 
fifty years on any terms not fair, business- 
like, and equitable to all parties.’’ 

B. A. Fessenden said: “ It does not seem 
to me that this is a good time for the City of 


companies for franchises the terms of which 
shall be fixed for yearstocome. When such 
negotiations are carried on its interests 
should. be repfesented by officials in regard 
to whom there is no suspicion. Many good 
people feel that our Mayor and a minority of 
the Council at this time stand between the 
city and a bad bargain, and that terms made 
and rushed through under the Allen law 
would be compromises, not giving the city 
all to which it is entitled. Any franchise 
made should give the citizens their fair pro- 
portion of any gains coming from cheaper 
or better methods of transportation in the 
future, allowing the companies fair and full 
return for their capital actually invested and 
good management. In other words, thecity 
now commands the situation, and should 
always contifue to do so.”’ 

Gossip concerning the early introduction of 
the street car extension ordinances Is again 
agitating the City Hall. Thestory has been 
started again that the ordinances are coming 
in tomorrow evening, and, although most of 
the talking is done by the persons who 
naturally would be supposed to know the 
least about the situation, !t is believed there 
is something in the air. It is known that 
the street railway people are more than 
usually active in the way of seeking for 
votes, and it is argued from this that they 
Intend to come into the Council sooner or 
later for their ordinances. As there isa 
good chance of the Allen law being repealed 
this session of the Legislature, the belief is 
that they will hasten the arrival] of the ordi- 
nances in order to get them passed if possi- 


not necessarily mean the ordinances must 
come in tomorrow evening, as some people 
seem. to think, but there can be no doubt 
that if the companies are persuaded they 
have votes enough to pass over a veto they 
will send in the ordinances at the next meet- 
ing of the City Council.

égrawal from the Weighing association and 
the jon bureau, and its refusal to join 
in maintaining tariff rates. 
The further announcement by the Santa 
yé duting the morning that on the same 
 @ate all through freight traffic relations 
would be severed removed all doubt as to 
the motive of the Santa Fé in declaring 
a practical boycott against the Great West- 
ern. At is nothing more nor less than an 
yitimatum that unless the Great Western 
consents to withdraw its reduced rate 
tariffsiand to act in harmony with its com- 
 petitok, it. will not be permitted to do any 
ysiness with the Santa Fé except by paying 
full jogal tariff fates, nor will it get any 
business from the Santa Fé. 


._. Other Roads to Take Action. 

If the Santa Fé stood alone serious conse- 
quences probably could be averted. But all 
the Western roads have the same:interest in 
the fight. It was understood during the day 

’ that notices boycotting the Great Western 
would be’issued tomorrow by the Rock 
Island aud Burlington. Other lines are ex- 
pected to do thesame ina day ortwo. There 
can be little doubt that a general under- 
standing was reached before the Santa Fé 
issued its notice. 

The official notices of the various roads | 
are being issued under different dates to re- 
move the suspicion that concerted action 
had beén taken. 

Vice President Morton of the Santa Fé 
said his company had been compelled to take 
the action’ it did to protect its interests. 
The Great Western, he said, had not only 
destroyed rates on competing business, but 
it had gone into Santa Fé territory and had 
destroyed rates there. Asa result, he said, 
roads were not earning the cost of trans- 
portation on traffic between Chicago, St. 
Louis, and the Missouri River. The road 
would not join in the making of through tar- 
iffs and was ignoring joint rules and regu- 
lations of the Trunk Line committee. Under 
these circumstances the Santa could see 
no reason to maintain relatio with the 
Great Western. 

Vice President Truesdale was equally out- 
spoken and said nothing was left the other 
roads but to abandon the Great Western. 

The general officers of the Great Western 
reside in St. Paul, and the local officials 
claimed to know nothing about the matter. 
General Passenger Agent Lord said he was 
greatly surprised. There had been no trou- 
ble,,-he declared, between the passenger de- 
partments of the two roads.

The jury was called into the courtroom at 
10 o’clock in the forenoon, having given two 
hours to deliberation after a night's sleep.

Judge Woolson gave some instructions. 
Juror J. R. Vanmeter then asked the Judge 
about the punishment, providing the jury 
agreed on conviction. This brought out a 
pointed statement from the Judge to the 
effect that it was no business of the jurors 
what the penalty would be on conviction. 
“Then, you Honer, the jury will never 
agree,”’ said Mr. Vanmeter, in open court. 

But the jury was sent out until 12 o'clock, 
when again the foreman reported they were 
unable to agree.

GAG THE SERVANT GIRL. 


Blow the Safe with Dynamite 
While Passing Train Drowns 
the Noise. 


DRIVE OFF IN A WAGON. 


Scranton, Pa., Dec. 3.—[Special.]—Duryea., 
alittle mining town three miles south of here, 
this morning again furnished its story of 
crime and now the place isin a state of great 
excitement over the work of burglars last 
night, who, not satisfied with robbery and 
safe cracking, committed murder, 

Michael F. Corcoran, proprietor of the An- 
thracite Hotel, was murdered, the safe in 
-his bedroom shattered by dynamite, the 
servant girl, Mary Monahan, bound and 
gagged, and the hotel plundered of over 
$200. in money. 

About 2 o'clock this morning four masked 
men entered the hotel. The kitchen window 
was pried open and one of the burglars 
pasesd through and opened the kitchen door, 
allowing the remainder of the party access 
to the hotel building. 

They passed along the hallway to Mr. 
Corcoran’s bedroom and broke open the door 
with a hammer. " 

He was aroused by the noise, and as he 
jumped from the bed one of the burglars 
shot him. The bullet pased through his 
neck, severing the jugular vein. After tying 
him hand and foot with a clothes line the 
burglars gagged him and threw him upon 
the bed. 

About that time Mary Monahah, who was 
sleeping on the second floor, rushed down- 
stairs. She was immediately covered with 
revolvers, and, after being bound hand and 
foot. was also gagged and blindfolded and 
then told to sit on the bed. She had seen 
Mr. Corcoran on the bed and said she pre- 
ferred lying on the floor. 

One of the gang seemed to be a little more 
tender-hearted than the others, and was 
guarding her by holdtng a revolver against 
her head. As he leaned over her he said: 

‘‘Now, don’t be afraid. We are going to 
blow open the safe, but we won't hurt you. 

She begged him not to kill her. “I am 
only working here and am the only support 
of a widowed mother,” she said, and the 
burglar replied with kind words and assur- 
ance that no harm would come to her. 

A few minutes later there was a terrific 
explosion, which shook the building.an4d 
sent the bedroom furnishings flying about 
the chamber. The explosion took place just 
as a train was passing on the Delaware, 
Lackawanna and Western road, and the 
nolse of the train prevented the report from 
being heard tn the neighborhood. : 

The cash box in the safe contained $200, 
and that was taken with the contents of the 
cash register In the barroom, which had 
been taken into the bedroom and pried open 
with a chisel by one of the gang while the 
others were drilling the safe When the 
burglars had gone Mary Monahan succeeded 
in*working one of her hands loose, and after 
much difficulty frecd herself. 

When: doctors arrived Mr“Corcoran was 
dead. The burglars drove away in a wagon 
and made good thelr escape. 

Mr. Corcoran was.well known throughout 
the valley and was prominent in politics, 
being a candidate for Sheriff of Luzerne 
County at present. He wase cousin of Judge 
Corcoran of Cincinnati, O., and also a cousin 
of ex-Prosecuting Attorney Corcoran of the 
same place, 


MONEY FOR THE LAND OWNERS. 


Amount Awarded by Gettysburg Bat- 
tlefleld Jury of View Increased 
in Sourt. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Dec. 3.—The Gettysburg 
battlefield land-owners’ ‘appeal from the 
award of a jury of view appointed to ap- 
praise the land condemned by the govern- 
ment for.the opening of avenues through 
the line of battle occupied by the Confederate 
forces, which has been on trial nearly all 
week. before Judge Dallas in the United 
States’ Circuit Court, ended today with a 
yerdict which adds $1,653 to the amount 
awarded by the jury of view. :

The 
reguiar rate of fare is five,cents, but the 
majority of the patrons buy the tickets in 
60-cent bunches. 

The company claims that if it charged a 
straight five-cent fare it could easily afford

COURSE OF TWO HEAVENLY BODIES 


APPEAR TO INTERSECT, 


Professor Elias Colbert Makes a State- 
“ ment in Regard to Matters Which 
Have Puzsled Observers—Interest- 
ing Facts of Perturbation Shown by 


Wanderers Are in Close Proximity 
at Certain Times. 

One of the minor planets discovered last 
summer presents a curious anomaly in the 
solar system. Its orbit has been described 
as “‘intersecting’’ that of the planet Mars, 
though it does not actually-do so. The ace 
companying diagram represents the two or- 
bits, with that of the earth interior to both, 
and the perihelion point in each, being the 


| nearest approach to the sun, is at the place 


marked by the leters E. for the earth. D. Q. 
for the planetold, and M. for Mars. On the 
diagram the paths of the two latter seem to 
cross at A and B, but owing to the non- 
coincidence of planes, the planetoid when at 
A is a long way north of the actual path of 
Mars, and when at B is considerably south

of perturbation. 

Taking 1,000 to represent the earth's mean 
distance, the following figures will nearly 
correspond to the least. mean, and greatest 
distances of the three bodies from the sun.

The earth passes the perihelion point of 
D. Q. Jan. 14, and eight days later crosses 
the line in which its orbit plane intersects 
that of the planetoid, at the south node of 
the lattér. Hence, ifin any year the plane- 
told passes that point at the end of the third 
week in January its |then distance from the 
earth will be but a little mrore than one- 
sixth of our mean distance from the sun. 
It promises to be only a few degrees past 
that point in 1901 and much nearer to it 
seven years later. This is a fact of exceed- 
ingly great interest to the astronomier, as 
these near approaches will offer a means 
of- ascertaining our!actual distance from 
the sun with far higher accuracy than that 
obtainable from any observations hitherto 
made, whether on transits of Venus, oppo- 
, sitions of Mars, or measures of the positions 
of”*other planetoids. In this connection it 
may be noted that the'directors of the four 
great astronomical almanacs. of the world 
recently have agreed to adopt eight and 
eight-tenths seconds of arc for the value of 
the solar parallax, which gives 105.000 less 
than 93,000,000 miles for ‘the mean distance 
of the earth from thesun. And undoubtedly 
this will stand as the accepted value till a 
further correttion, which possibly may be 
made as a result of observations of the little 
planetoid D. Q.” 

At the date of latest advices from Europe, 
where the observations and computations 
have been made, the elements of the orbit. 
of this newly recognized member of: the 
solar system hardly had been determined 
with sufficient accuracy to enable us to 
reason back to a possible time when the 
stranger was thrown into its present path 
around the sun by the disturbing influence 
of alarger planet. There are some grounds 
for thinking that the Satellites of Mars (dis- 
covered twenty“one years ago) were thus 
acquired at no‘distant date, and perhaps it 
may be announced in the not far off future 
that this latest intruder upon the symmet 
rical arrangement laid down in the alleged 
“law” of Bode (it ought to be credited to 
Titus), has come into his present path since 
that ‘‘law "’ was formulated.

Raising Truffles. 


Chicago, Nov. 27.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—In today’s TRIBUNE it was mentioned 


that truffles are now produced by scientific 


means. If truffles are what we In Danish 
call charipions, or eatable toad hats, then 
my father, who was a gardener, produced 
them many years ago, and he did it as fol- 
lows: 
He mixed yellow clay with dry—not entirely 


. fresh—horse manure, about even parts. and 


if any champions or offal from same were on 
hand he cut them up fine and mixed them 
in,too. This, however, is not necessary, but 
it would have the effect to quicken produc- 
tion. Then he placed a box filled with six 
or eight inches ef fresh horse manure in 4a 
hotbed, and in gemi-darkness. Over the 
‘manure he spread-the mixture about ones 
half of an inch thick, and sprinkled {tewith 
lukewarm water, and afterwards kept the 
sprinkling up so that the air was constantly 
‘moist, or sultry. In a short time the box 
will be covered with fine white threads cov- 
ered with minute white pearis, and in a short 
time thereafter the champtons wil! be full! 
grown and in such abundance that half of 
them are crowded out of the box. For those 
who may try this I would say that I am not 
positive whether my father placed them in 
a hotbed right away or as soon as they had 
sprouted.

Ignorance in the Race Problem. 


Lombard, Ill., Nov. 30.—[Editor of The 
Tribune.J—If the negro in the South is ig- 
norant the South has itself to blame for it. 
It does not take any longer in one genera- 
tion than it does in another to teach a negro 
to read and write. The testimony is abun- 
dant that natural selection has aiready ac- 
complished that result. There is capacity 
enough now in any negro child to secure 
results in education equivalent to those 
reached by the children of the North. The 
South has been half-hearted in its attempts 
at white education, and certainly has not 
beem more than a quarter-hearted in its ef- 
forts to educate the negro. The South has 
had a full generation in which to try the 
educational experiment, and has had all the 
educational machinery in its own hands. 
But it has allowed ignorance to increase as 
fast as: the negro population. There are as 
many negroes now who ‘cannot read and 
write as there were when the slaves were 
made free. The South ought to be held re- 
sponsibile for this result. When slavery 
was abolished it was evident enough that 
old things had passed away, and that all 
things had become new. The ruleof slavery 
off, it was evident that Southern white so- 
ciety, for its own salvation, should at once 
rationally and wisely face the new situation. 
If the negro was free’and to vote, it was 
evident that the last strain should be put 
on an effort to make him intelligent. 

This the South predominantly refused to 
do. It ose to go into the sulks over the 
lost cause—to-wit: slavery—rather than to 
attempt adaptation to the new situation. 
To the lasting credit of the carpet-bag ré- 
gime be it said that it established common 
schools in the South, and to the everlasting 
disgrace of the white people of the South 


be it said that they took little or no interest

The South did not have 
and does nat now have the educational in- 
spiration. The old slave-holders meant to 
educate their own families, but they never 
provided schools even for the whites by 
whom they were surrounded. Of course, it 
has not been to their liking that negroes 
should be educated. The South has resist- 
ed every effort to help it in its educational 
problem. It complains that a multitude of 
ignorant voters was precipitated on it by 
the constitutional amendments, but it has 


} steadily refused all help proffered it in an 


educational direction, It set itself almost, 
if not quite, solidly against the Blair bill, by 
which it could have revenues enough to meet 
the whole difficulty—revenues, too, for which 
almost totally the North was laid under 
contribution. Then the South has met with 
organized insolence and contempt the efforts 
of the charity of the North to aid in educat- 
ing the negro. It has been the rule that men 
and women who went from the North to edu- 
cate the negro, though they were brilliant in 
intelligence and godly in conduct, should 
have no social recognition. Good society in 
the South does not tolerate attendance even 
on the commencement exercises of such unt- 
versities as Atlanta, Fiske, and Howard. 
Then, as to political education. has the 
phenomenon been known of a Southerner 
of the old dominant class making a speech 
to his negro fellow-citizens to instruct them 
how, wisely and intelligently, lo vote? The 
complaint is that the negro is easily led by 
demagogues. Well, then. why would it not 
have been a good plan for statesmen to take 
the stump among the negroes in an at- 
tempt to put in a counter-influence? A 
whole generation has passed. Why has not 
this been done? The only reason ts because 
M would have been a surrender of the pre- 
determined wickedness to enforce the re- 
solve that a negro, in spite of his freedom. 
should have no rights which a white man 
would be bound to respect. It has been 
more to the Southern mind.to regulate the 
negro problem by the shotgun and constitu- 
tional provisions restrictive of the right of 
suffrage. The negro has had the short end 
of the lever given him in the schoo! system as 
it has been organized. The white schools 
have been run with full moneys and time. 
All shortages in either have been shoved 
over to the negro acoount. Now that the 
negro is practically eliminated from politics 
we shall see less attention paid to his edu- 
cation than we have already. It wil! be 
said there is no use in educating the black 
man since he cannot vote. In fact. you hear 
that the negro has. had altogether too much 
education already—that he has thereby be- 


come unfitted for his place in society, which, 


of course, is ignoranée as near to the old 
condition of slavery as possible. 

What we shall.see done next by the domi- 
nant white element of the South will be to 
hamper and restrict the educational system 
S0 as to make it as useless to the negro as 
possible.

I believe to be the sentiment of a majority 
of the generous, noble, and broad-minded 
people of Chicago. | 

Aside from any Christian feeling, can we 
honestly say that there is no good result 
arising frem helping the convict? True, the 
natures of some men cannot be softened, 
born and bred in an atmosphere of vice and 
crime and inherited r generations back. 
and just 60 the purity, the gentleness. the 
high ideals born in the other half of the 
world cannot be strangled or obliterated; so 
if we bring the influence of the higher mind 
in contact with the lower, the stronger must 
be felt in some degree in time, and I claim 
that the number of people who walk out- 
side of actual crime and immorality is 
— than those who tread- the paths of 
vice. 

Putting aside the idea of institutional ref- 
ormation, let us take the matter personally 
and singly. Suppose a man has spent years 
in prison serving the time set by the law 
as atonement fcr his crime and comes forth 
into the old world again, yet a new world to 
him. His life begins again, and if there ts 
one spark of better feeling in his heart, ts 
it our duty to freeze and wither it with a 
eneer and laugh of incredulity, or to 
strengthen it in the beginning with a little 
encouragement and perhaps material as- 
sistance? I say duty, because do we not all 
owe a duty to our generation and to our 
country? If we do not as individuals strive 
for a higher civilization, how can we dare to 
criticise our communities as a whole? 

We are all ready to have our city, of which 
we are so justly proud, the center in all 
things, but how can this be’attained if we 
do not individually help to make its people 
a standard? And as the people make the 
metropolis, and each inhabitant helps to con- 
stitute the popuiation, {fs it not our duty to 


elevate ourselves and by our influence help ' 


to elevate those whom nature has less en- 
dowed with mental and moral strength? 
Suppose a little child Is physically weak 
and in his short journeyings falls by the 
way, do we stop to consider whether he has 
a gentle disposition and has a good pedigree, 
or whether he will even repeat the action 
which brought about his fall? No, I think 
not; and I have seen in my daily journeys 
many a man of Chicago extend, literall¢ 
speaking, a helping hand to some fallen 
newsboy_or crying beggar girl—an action 
which brings more happiness and comfort 
than perhaps many pennies. | 
Does it then mean our own degradation o 
an encouragement of crime to brighteg the 
future of the convict? He has had a bad 
and loathsome disease, but has been put on 
his feet again by time and treatment, and 
though perhaps the brand can never be 
effaced, as the scars of smallpox remain to 
tell their tale, a smile and a kind word can 
and will strengthen the little spark of ambi 
tion for the remaining future. 
We want all that is best of our men and 
women of today, and if the convict has 
abilities, either mental or physical; which 
will advance the state of humanity it fs our 
place to accept them, and to accept them we 
must give him a chance to present them. | 
Iam but a working girl, standing arm to 
arm with the good and the bad, and if in my 
@aily life the opportunity presents itself I 
shall be glad to offer to a convict a hearty 
word of good cheer and recognize the good 
that yet remains in the man, hoping it may 
lessen the evil and that he may feel in some 
small way that we are all creatures of one 
wide civilization, breathing the same air, 
warmed by the same sun, and cheered by the 
same goal of the future—that of peace and 


rest and perfect understanding. x. 


SIDE AND REAR VIEWS OF JOHN KLUCINA’S FLYING MACHINE. 


In the parlor of his residence at 1618 West 
Twenty-second' street Architect John 
Kiucina has on exhibition the model of an 
airship that he thinks has solved the prob- 
lem of aerial navigation. The model is the 
embodiment of ten years of study. The in- 
ventor is trying to have the government ac- 
cept his work and allow him sufficient money 
to test his device. 

Mr. Klucina has adopted liquid air as the 


motive power of the full-size machine, which 


will seat ten people. He proposes to build 
one forty-eight feet in length. The engines, 
which are being built at Nuremberg, Ger- 
many, will be of forty-eight horse-power, 
and with the machine will weigh 2,400 
pounds. The airship will be fitted out asa 
boat, to prevent accidents at sea. 

The model nearly four and a half feet 
long. At the bottom are three wheels, onc 
in the front and two in the rear. The car 


: is cone shaped, and from its top extend the 


two wings which control its flight. The 
craft is moved by three propellers, two in 
front, the other in the rear, and is steered by 
two rudders. 

The model is operated by clock work. and 
is able to fly around the room. Mr. Klucina 
says a 48-foot craft could move with the 
speed of a bird, and the larger the machine 
the faster it can travel.

HE Picquart case has, for the moment, 
overshadowed the Dreyfus case ‘in 
France and the cruel war which is be- 
“ing waged by the strong arm of the 
. military service against the brave 
Lieutenant Colonel is taken by every one 
as conclusive proof of the impossibility of 
obtaining justice in France. It also shows 
: the weakness of the civil power of France 
when in conflict with the army; for the re- 
port is that the Minister of War, De Frey- 
cinet, and the Minister of Justice, Lebret, 
had both asked that Piquart be granted 
provisional liberty, but General Zurlinden 
refused. The Military Governor of Paris, 
who, through his new position, retains the 
power to oppress all not in sympathy with 
his persecution of Dreyfus, has confined 
}tequart in Cherche-Midi and refuses to al- 
iow him to consult counsel to prepare his 
defense. In the methods used in the perse- 
cution of Picquart the early stages of the 
Dreyfus case are being repeated. 

Today Lieutenant Colonel Picquart stands 
with his military career ruined and in dan- 
ger of death merely because he dared to tell 

the truth at the Esterhazy and Zola trials. 
Death indeed threatens him, but he declared 
upon his arrést that he would not commfift 
suicide, and if found dead as Colonel Henry 
Was it would be because he had been as- , 
sassinatcd. 

The interest which Zurlinden has in the 
persecution of Picquart is manifest. It was 
largely due to the efforts of Picquart that 
Dreyfus’ case is now reopened. Picquart’s 
cargés first made clear the innocence of 
Dreyfus and the guilt of Esterhazy. Zola’s 
famous “* J’accuse "’ letter in the Aurore was 
the sequel, and with that came Zola’s trial 
and the flood of developments that have 
cleared the name of Dreyfus in the eyes of 
the world and smirched the glory of that 
army in which France has its pride. 

The specific charge upon which General 
Zurlinden ordered the arrest of Picquart was 
that the officer had been guilty of having 
infringed the law of espionage by consult- 
ing his friend and lawyer, Maitre Leblois, 
om certain questions of law when he was 
head of the second bureau, and of having 
communicated documents connected with 
the Dreyfus case. That this is only a pre- 
text is well known, and it furnishes no war- 
rant for the severity with which he has been 
treated by the military authorities. To justi- 
fy that a ridiculous charge of forgery was 
made, The real animus is not only his punish- 
mt for being instrumental in Bringing pub- 
lie scrutiny to bear on the Dreyfus casé, but 
also to impugn his testimony when the ecasé 
comes up for retrial. General Zurlinden is 
the most bigoted of the anti-Dreyfusites. So 
far does he carry this bigotry that he re- 
signed his position as Minister of War when 
gins ae decided to reopen the affair.

First an officer in the French 
Foréign Legion, he had drifted into the reg- 
ular army. The Bureau of Intelligence had 
found his knowledge of Itallan and German 
useful and he had taken part in the same 
service lin the Tunisian expedition.

French) One serious charge against him 
was that he had tampered with his military 
certificgtes by making in them a false entry 
of a citation a l’ordre du jour. In 1892 the 
Minister of War had learned of suspicious 
relations between. the gambler and the Ger- 
man Embassy. It was believed that he had 
sold French secrets to Germany and he was 
marked for discipline, but he had friends 
among the corrupt Paris newspapers andi 
some afticles appeared in the Libre Parole 
and the Patrie in which his chiefs were 
scored and he was supposed to be the authay. 
He had attacked Dreyfus,'for in so doing 
he was helping himself, ‘Indeed, he really 
prevented a further investigation of his 
conduct. 
These facts were quickly learred by Pic- 
quart, for Esterhazy’s life was notorious to 
military men. He then procured specimens 
of Esterhazy’s handwriting, and, after ex- 
amining the papers in the famous bordereau, 
was struck by the resemblance. This he fol- 
lowed by a careful examination of the decu- 
ments in the case against Dreyfus, which 
convinced him not only that Dreyfus had 
been convicted upon. insufficient evidence, 
but that Esterhazy was guilty. ; 
While making these investigations Pic- 
quari, 
interes 
kept his chiefs, Generals Boisdeffre and 
Gonse, informed of his discoveries. He 
urged that the government should without 
delay give Dreyfus a new ‘rial. At first 
Gonse éncouraged him to go ahead, but sud- 
denly he told him to stop and not endeavor 


to thraw discredit on the general staff by 


revising the sentence of 1894. Picquar* in- 
sisted upon the necessity of seeing justice 
“ Well, after all,” said General Gonse, “ it 
is not you who are on the Ile du Diable.”

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In Paris trying to remove the suspicion which 
rested on the name of his brother. Picquart 
toh Mattheiu Dreyfus of hdés discoveries and 
the latter denounced Esterhazy to the Min- 
ister of War. For a while no attention was 
paid to him. Boisdeffre told Du Paty de 
Clam all, and the latter was in communica- 
tion with Isterhazy. The fear that the dis- 
covery of the identity of his handwriting 
with that of the bordereau—of which Ester- 
hazy today admits he was the auth®r—must 
bring about a revision of the Dreyfus case, 
Du Paty de Clam caused an article to be 
inserted in the Eclair of Sept. 14, 1896. In 
this article it was stated that the bordereau 
had had little weight in the condemnation 
of Dreyfus and that in reality he had been 
condemned on a secret Gocument known 
only to the Judges and containing these 


words: “Cet animal de Dreyfus est vral- 
ment trop exigeant.”” The words really 
were: “‘Ce canaille de D est vraiment 


exigeant.’’ 

Then was begun a campaign of lies in the 
newspapers asserting that Dreyfus was at- 
tempting to escape from his prison. At this 
the family of the yictim felt compelled to 
interfere. Mme. Dreyfus petitioned the 
Chamber of Depities for a revision and in 


»the talk tkat followed it came to light that 


the secret document mentioned, not Dreyfus, 
but ** D—-,”’ wiio might be any one of half 
a dozen officers.) 

General, Billoi, Minister of War, himself 
began to doubt the gpilt of Dreyfus. So 
Lieutenant Colonel Henry caused to be 
maiufacturcd an tncredibly stupid letter 
purporting to have passed between Schwarz- 
koppen and Panizardi, which specifically 
named Dreyfus. Billot was shown this 
forgery and becameé convinced of Dreyfus’ 
guilt and so declared his belief to Parliament. 

An inkling of the true state of affairs be- 
gan to become known in Paris. Matin pub- 
lished Nov. 10, 18, a facsimile of the 
famous bordereau and copies were sent to the 
most famous graphologists in Europe, who 
Geclared that Dreyfus did not write it. Now 
a new’ally came to the aid of the Dreyfus 
family. M. Scheurer-Kestner, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Senate ahd a distinguished chem- 
ist, was led to make investigations. He 
was an Alsatian ang knew the Dreyfus fam- 
ily well, but had believed him guilty. The 
evidence now convinced him of his innocence. 
In July, 1897, he obtained a copy of a letter 
in the handwriting of Esterhazy and found 
that it differed in some details from that 
of the bordereau. He then suspected that 
Esterhazy hac changed his handwriting 
tome and obtained a note written hurriedly 
by Esterhazy and this and a letter of Ester- 
hazy of 1804 were identical with that of the 
bordereau. Scheurer-Kestner told his col- 
leagues, but they belittled his discovery and 
fresh forgeries were committed to add to the 
Dreyfus file. 

The venerable Vice President of the Senate 
was denounced as a German traitor and the 
crowd, carried away by the frenzy of anti- 

smitism and hatred of Germany,discredited 
lifs,discoveries. But Maitheiu Dreyfus, re- 
ceiving more old letters of Esterhazy’s that 
made the latter’s forgery of the bordereau 
plain, denounced Esterhazy. In these let- 
ters there were many venomous insults 
toward the French army. Esterhazy had 
written: “‘Our great chiefs, cowardly and 
ignorant, will go once more to people the 
German prisons.”" *‘ After getting to Lyons 
the Germans will throw away their guns 
and keep only their ramrods to chase the 
French before them.’’ Another letter stated 
that to see Paris taken by the Germans and 
given over to pillage was his pet dream. . 


FARCE OF ESTERHAZY TRIAL. 


‘Public Gpinion then became too strong 
against Esterhazy for him to escane longer. 
A trial was ordered, but it was not a fair 
trial, It was stated beforehand by the gov- 
ernment that whatever its sutcome, it would 
not affect the Dreyfus case, The Ministers 
did not mean that they should be em- 
barrassed by having two traitors and only 
one treason. 

So this trial had only to decide whether or 
not Esterhazy wrote the bordereau. Picquart 
was brought back from Tunis, and before his 
return an illegal:search was made of his 
apartments. He was confined in Mont 
Valerien pending trial. While the chief wit- 
ness was thus treated Esterhazy had every 
freedom, and was permitted to remove his 
papersto Londo... 

The trial was « farce. Esterhazy was to 
be-acquitted and sa the case against Drey- 
fus must not be weakened. So General Pe]- 
lieux took the ground that the bordereau, 
being a part of the Dreyfus dossier, cou!é 
not be introduced in the Esterhazy case. He 
took into consideration Esterhazy’s deposi- 
tions alone, and would no: consider those of 
Picquart, and Scheurer- 


| 


Kestner. The latter, in the Senate de- 


nounced this outrage, and succeeded in 
forcing Billot to order that the bordereau be 
introduced. A new inquiry was ordered 
into the charge of forgery against Esterhavy. 


Three experts were found to swear that, 


Dreyfus wrote the bordereau, and that it did 
not resemble the handwriting of Esterhazy. 
These experts were not aliowed to see any 
letter written by Esterhazy before he 
changed his handwriting, but were given 
specimens of Esterhazy's 
ten during the trial. Pliant tools, they gave 
the opinion they were asked. The whole in- 
quiry was directed against Picquart, and 
the acquittal of Esterhazyv on the charge of 
a forgery he has since acknowledged was fol- 
lowed by his being placed on the retired let. 

The importance of Picquart’s discoveries 
did not become known until the Zola trial. 
At the Hsterhazy trial it had been heard only 
by the prejudiced Judges, and it was kept 
from the public. Zola published his famous 
letter entitled ‘“‘ J ‘accuse,”’ in the Aurore, 
and defied the government to prosecute him. 
He was prosecuted, but solely on the ground 
of having said that Esterhazy's Judges had 
acquitted him by order. The trial took place 


in Paris from Feb. 7 to 253, 1898. While the, 


President of the court did what he could to 
prevent Zola and his witnesses from viving 
any evidence in regard to the Dreyfus"case 
the witnesses and Zola’s counsel were able 
to establish the illegality of Dreyfus’ con- 
viction, the insignificance of the facts upon 
which he had been officially condemned, the 
error committed by the Judges in respect to 
the bordereau, the certainty, since contrymed 
by Esterhazy’s own avowals, that the 
bordereau was Esterhazy’s work. | 

Picquart’s testimony was the most im- 
portant. He told of his discovery of the 
petit bleu. He also told how he had taken 
the specimen of Esterhazy’s handwriting to 
Bertillon, Prefect of Police and the famous 
inventor of the Bertillon system of identifi- 
cation, who had pronounced Esterhazy the 
author ofthe bordereau, but had declared that 
it was best to let the matter rest.

While in Tunis Picquart received some puz- 
zling telegrams: 

‘Your sudden departure has thrown us 
all into confusion; the work is com- 
promised.”’ 

Allis discovered. Matter serious.”’ 

‘They have proof that the petit bleu was 
made up by George.”’ . 

Picquart was at a loss to understand the 


meaning of these telegrams, but observed: 


that in one of them his name was spelt with- 
out the ‘¢,’’ and remembered that in a let- 
ter he received from Esterhazy it had been 
spelt in the same way. This made him sus- 
pect that Esterhazy was preparing charges 
of forgery against him, and he sent two of 
the telegrams to the War department, with 
a request for an investigation.

But the suicide 
of Henry after his arrest on a charge of 
forgery made revision of the Dreyfus trial 
inevitable.

and later, in January, 1898, had been made 
Military,Governor of Paris, succeeding Gen- 
eral Saussier. His last rank In the line was 
that of Commander of the Fifth Corps, and 
in 1896 he had been made a grand officer of 
the Legion of Honor. In all France there is 
not a more firm believer in upholding the 
army whether right or wrong. Sixty-one 
vears of age, having been born at Colmarin 
1837. he was bigoted in his opinions, and his 
whole life since he left the Ecole Polytech- 
nique, in 1856, had been spent in the army, 
a service of forty-two years. 

Ever since he came into power he has 
made the most arbitrary acts in order to de- 
stroy the value of the evidence given by 
Colonel Picquart. The General has de- 
clared that every one who believes Dreyfus 
innocent is a traitor, and, holding that pro- 
fessed belief, his persecution of Picquart 
has been especially violent. 

First of all, Picquart was brought before 
a court of inquiry, which expelled him from 
the army for transgressions against discip- 
line, because when he was in Tunis, believing 
that he might be killed, he confided to a 
friend in June, 1892, the name of Esterhazy 
as the author of the bordereau. When 
Picquart publicly declared that he could 
prove of the three documents read in the 
tribune of the Chamber that two could not 
apply to the case and the other was a 
forgery Picquart was arrested on a charge 
of having infringed the law of military 
esplonage’ by consulting his friend, Maitre 
Lebois, on certain questions of law while he 
was head of the second bureau, and having 
communicated certain documents concern- 
ing the Dreyfus case. | 

Esterhazy was allowed to escape and 
Picquart was handed over to the correction- 
al police. 

» It was supposed that the persecution by 
Zurlinden would be at an end when the 
General resigned because the Cabinet had 
decided to reopen the Dreyfus case. But 
the General had been appointed Military 
Governor of Paris. Bent upon defeating, at 
all costs, Picquart’s evidence before the 
Court of Cassation, Zurlinden accused him 
of having manufactured the petit bleu and 
conspired with the Dreyfus family to rufn 
Esterhazy. “A singular charge,” says the 
London Times, “seeing that the genera?

1897, the Dreyfus family were still ignorant 
of the part played by Esterhazy, although 
Picquart had discovered it in May, 1896. 
That is the real reason why Picquart is to- 
day confined in the Prison of Cherche-Midl, 
subject to an infamous accusation, after 
having kept his chiefs informed in 1896 of all 
his acts and having constantly refused to 
have anything to do with the Dreyfus fam-

PICQUART’S ENEMIES BUSY. 
‘Fearing that a civil court will not be 
pliant enough Zurlinden is endeavoring to 
have Picquart tried by court-martial. While 
nobody believes Picquart guilty of any 
crime except a courageous desire to render 
justice to Dreyfus, it is agreed that at a 
practically secret trial before a biased court 
he will be convicted on some techhicality 
which will throw doubt upon his depositions 
before the Court of Cassatioh. Such atrial 
is assured by the action of the Chamber?

INSPECTING SHIPS’ BOTTOMS. 


Hazardous and Trying Work in Which 
the Officers Aboard the Big Fight- 
ing Craft Must Engage. 


There is one phase of the ship life of the 
American naval officer that is scarcely 
known to the laymen and that can hardly 
be understood by him as he looks upon the 
modern ship in all its attractive cleanliness 
and meets its neatly uniformed officers upon 
the spotless upper deck. Not only are the 
parts of the ship in sight kept clean and 
free from rust and decay, but also those far- 
down, contracted spaces that never see the, 
lignt of day. These include the cellular 
compartments between the inner and outer 
skins of the ship known technically as the 
‘*double bottom,” and other places that 
separate the magazines and various built- 
up structures within the ship from the outer 
skin. 

These narrow compartments are especially 
susceptible to dampness and rust, and in 
order that those who have the care of them 


‘may do their duty well and so prevent the 


decay of the ship a system of inspection has 

been devised, and the inspectors must be, 

under the naval regulations, commissioned 

officers. A permanent Board of Inspection 

is formed upon each ship, which must con- 

sist of one engineer and two line officers. 

The duty of this board is periodically to 

make personal inspections of all parts of the’ 
ship, examine everything critically, suggest 

remedies for any evils that may be found 

to exisi, and to report to the commanding 

officer, for transmission to the Navy de- 

partment, the condition of tho vessel in de- 

tail. 

‘Uniforms are discarded while making 
these inspections, and, clad in seamen’s or- 
dinary working suits, these officers crawl 

upon all fours throughout the length and 

breadth of the bottom of the ship, wriggle’ 
snake-like through narrow openings, and 
examine with their own eyes every inch of 
the thin steel plates. The paint of these 
compartments, softened by dampness in 
some places and by heat and the steam- 
laden ajt of the bailar-pooms in others, 


a 


noted for her personal courage and: for 


rubs off upon the working suits, and an 
hour’s crawling transforms the neat officer 
into a sorry spectacle. In some modern 
navies this duty is performed by the en- 
listed men, the officers being excused from 
it. but in our navy the feeling exists that 
an enlisted man should not be asked to go 
where an officer is not willing to lead.. The 
result is that “ things always work” with 
the Americars, and the efficlency of the fleet 
is assured. . 

Numerous precautions must be taken to 
avoid the risk of losing life while perform- 
ing this duty, for it is attended with no Hlitle 
danger. The atmosphere of confined spaces 

‘entirely or partly closed for,a considerable 

length of time becomes robbed of its oxygen 
in the formation of rust, and is soon made 
unfit to sustain life. If possible such com- 
partments are blown out with pure air led 
through a hose from a blower duct, and all 
manhole plates removed before being en- 
tered. A lighted candle is always carried by 
the inspecting officer upon his crawling 
tour. If the candle burns dimly or seems 
‘upon the point of being extinguished there 
is a deficiency of oxygen, and he will imme- 
diately seek. the nearest opening leading 
from the compartment and leave it at once. 
Men are stationed at places as near as pos- 
sible to him so that they may hear his voice 
and render immediate assistance in case of 
need. No one is allowed to enter any con- 
fined space on board ship without an un- 
covered light, although in addition & port- 
able electric light is carried frequéently to 
render the inspection more thorough. 

It not infrequently happens that officers 
and. men become.s0 wedged between bulk- 
heads and beams. while performing this 
duty as to make it extremely difficult to re-

Duke Max of Bavaria, and, indedd, fully 
negotiated the match. Francis Joseph ac- 
quiesced in this arrangoment with passive 
indifference, and set out for Duke Max’s 
castle to, consummate the formal betrothal 


On his way through the park, before he 
reached the door of the castle, however, he 


saw, strolling abaut amid the shrubkery, a 
hittle girl in. a short dress, whose extraordi- 
nary beauty fixed his attention and won his 

eart. 

Within the hour he ascertained that she 
was Princess Elizabeth, a younger sister of 
his intended bride. and he canceled the en- 
gagement his mother had made’ for him and 
vowed that he would marry no one but the 
exquisite creature he had seen in the park. 
To this Duke Max soon gave his consent; 
nur did Princess Helena greatly object, for 
she had not loved the Emperor, but, on the 
contrary, rather disliked him, In his own 
femily and among the necbility of Austria, 
however, the Emperor heard nothing but 
remonstraneces. Princess Elizabeth was not 
even the eldest daughter, but-a younger 
Gaughter, of a penniless Duke, and was not 
by birth a ‘“‘ Royal Highness.’’ To all this 
the Empéror was deaf. Ile was inlove with 
the beautiful girl, and he would marry her. 
What was the use of being an Emperor if 


*he could not? 


Though the union was a love match itis 
no secret that for a long time prior to the 
Empress’ death the relations of the im- 
perial couple were purely decorative. Now, 
the beautiful Eligabeth is gone out of the 
life of the Emperor and that of the nation 
forever. She feli by the dagger of an as- 
SaSsin on Sept. 10. The tragedy is too recent 
to warrant more than a mention. 

Three children were born to the couple, 
Archduckhess Gisela, married to Prince Leo- 
pold of Bavaria; Archduke Rudolph, heir 
to the throne, who found a tragic death 
nearly ten years ago; and Archduchess 
Valeria, unmarried, who was 
constant companion. | 

On Jan. 30, 188), all Europe was stirred by 
the news that Crown Prince Rudolph had 
found his death in his hunting lodge Meyer- 
ling at Baden, near Vienna. The first re- 
port was that he committed suicide, and 
this is the official report still. Gradually 
the rumor spread in court circles. that the 
Prince fell in a ‘duel with Count Wald- 
stcin, a lineal descendant of the famous 
Wallenstein of the thirty years’ war. Even:

The couple saw much of 
each other, both secretly and in public, and 
the evening of Jan. 30, 1889, was one of the

The Crown Prince, Soren 
ess Vetschera, Count Waldstein, and others 
were present. Some Iberties the Crown 
Prince took with the Baroness were resent- 
ed both by her and by Count Waldstein.

City of Mexico, and on June 19, 1867, he was 
shot at Queretaro by order of President 
Juarez. Maximilian’s unfortunate’ wife, 
‘‘Empress’"’ Charlotte, still lives. She is 
hopelessly insane, at times a raving maniac. 

Perhaps the most promising among the 
Hapsburgs of recent times was Johann 
Nepomuk Salvator, the youngest son of the 
Archduke Leopold IJ. of Tuscany, a 
nephew of Francis Joseph. Exceptionally 
bright, an excellent soldier, and an author 
of no mean accomplishments, he was looked 
upon as the main support of the dynasty. 
He had reached the highest position in the 
Austrian army, when, in 1889. he met his 
fate in the person of a pretty chorus singer 
connected with the imperial cpera. It was 
a case of pure love on bothsides. Archduke 
Johann and Emily Stubel were married se- 
cretly. 

In Austria this was not a valid marriage, 
as no Prince Of thé’ house of Hapsburg can 
marry the daughter-of a simplecitizen. 
couple went and tived on the: Archduke’'s 


oprtyate ettate at Gmuenden, but the Prince 


soon got tired of inactive life. He arranged 
his affairs and went through a course of 
study and an examination. which gave him 
a warrant as a Captain on the high seas. 
Then he relinquished his titles of the house 
of Hapsburg and became plain John Orth, 
taking the surname from a castle which he 


| had built near Salzburg, in upper Austria. 


He.then bought the fron ship Margaretha. 
He galled in it to London, where he was 
joined by Emily, and they were married over 
again. In 1890 the pair sailed from Ham- 
burg by way of Buenos Ayres to Valparaiso. 
The latter place they never reached. Since 
the good ship Margaretha left Buenos Ayres, 
March 18, 1800, nothing has ever been heard 
of it, of its gallant crew. nor of Johann 
Orth and the girl of his love. 


Alone in Old Age. 


Thus, close to the threshold of the age 
allotted to man by biblical tradition, Francis 
Joseph at the close of a reign of fifty years 
stands alone, the heir of an_ illustrious 
dynasty, the embodiment of the old Austrian 
state-idea, the symbol of a centralistic, con- 
stitutional empire. Aithough neither a 
genius, nor a man of initjative, nora ruler 
of will and energy, he is liked by the people 
at elarge because he is a fairly good and 
decent.man, has triéd his best to be a con- 
gstitutional monarch, and does no harm will- 
fully. 

The conservative men of all parties would 
stand by him in an emergency. If he could 
free himself from bad Mfluences, then the 
majority of the nobility, the landed proprie- 
tors, the industrial, financial, and commer- 
clai leaders, the lNberals, and the stock of 
old parliamentarians from all parties would 
rally reund him if the aim was stabilization 
cf conditions, preservation of a centralist 
empire. But, alas! it is too late for Francis 
Joseph. Heis too deeply involved in federal- 
ism, and, furthermore, he is too ol. Al- 
though only in his sixty-ninth year and in 
excellent health physically, he is a broken- 
down man—broken down by adverse strokes 
of fate, by lost wars.and prestige, by the 
tragedies in his house and by the hopetess- 
ness of the future of his dynasty. 

For the heir apparent to the throne—Arch- 
duke Francis Frederick of Este, a nephew 
of the mperor—is a weakling in body and 
mind, whom nobody Knows, for whom no- 
body cares, who has nota single quality to 
enable him to grasp the reins of the unruly 
dual team, Austria-Hungary, and lead it 
safely and successfully on its dangerous 
road.

LETTERS OF A POET. 


Lord Byron’s Epistles in the 
New Murray Edition. 


IMPORTED BY SCRIBNER. 


Much of the Data Not Before in 
Print. 


INSIGHT INTO. PRIVATE LIFE. 


N the two volumes of the new Murray 
edition of Byron, the second of which is 
just imported by Messrs. Scribner, 388 of 
the poet's letters have been published. 
It is hardly to be supposed that all of 

these could be of great interest. in the pres- 
ent volume the period covered is from 1811 
to 1814. Between these years two cantos of 
“Childe Harold’’ were published, “* The 
Waltz,” Giaour,’’ ‘‘ The Bride of 
Abydos,’’ and the “ Ode to Napoleon Buona- 
parte.’ Mr. R. E. Prothero, the editor of 
this edition, publishes letters that have been 
printed before and others that are fresh 
to the light of print, but he does not tell us 
which is which. In the two volumes of 
Burns-Dunlop letters the new and old were 
indicated by the editor. It would be a con- 
venience if Mr. Prothero had done this, but 
then one remembers so little of what one 
reads that it makes little practical difference 
except to the busy editor. 

Though he scorned society in his heart 
Byron allowed himself to he more or less 
lionized at this time. He was or the top of 
the social wave in 1811, and almost at the 
bottom in 1814, his persona! popuiarity, ac- 
cording to Mr. Prothero, having “ rapidly 
declined before a storm of political vituper- 
ation.’’ He was not yet married, though he 
had been many timesin love. beginning in his 
eighth year with his passion for Mary Duff, 
his cousin,a passion,he tells us,that was acute 
at 16, though he had not seen her in the 
meantime. Until he married he seems never 
to have seriously considered the subject. 
He writes to his sister, the Hon. Augusta 
Leigh, from Newsted Abbey, Sept. 2, 1511. 

** As to Lady B., when I discover one rich 
enough to suit me and fvolish enough to 
have me, I will give her leave to niake me 
miserable if she can. Money is the mugnet; 
as to woman, one is as well as another, the 
older the better. We have then a chance 
of getting her to heaven. So, your spouse 
does not like brm&ts better than myself; now, 
those who beget them have no riyzht to find 
fault, but I may rail with great cropriety.” 

Byron’s Religious Belief. 

Religion as well as matrimony was occa- 
sionally alluded to in his letters, and he ar- 
gue fluently on the side of his beliefs. In 
a letter to his friend Francis Hodgson he 
wrote: 

‘*As to revealed religion, Christ came to 
save men; but a good pagan will go to heaven 
and a bad Nazarene to hell— argal ’ (1 argue 
like the gravedigger), why are not all men 
Christians? Or why are any? If mankind 
may be saved who never a or dreamt— 
at Timbuctoo, Otaheite, erra Incognita, 
etc.—of Galilee and its prophet, Christianity 
is of no avail. If they cannot be saved wiih- 
out, why are not all orthodox? It isa little 
hard to send a man preaching to Judea and 
leave the rest of the world—Negers and what 
not?—dark as their complexions, without a 
ray of light for so many years to lead them 
on high; and who will believe that God will 
damn men for not knowing what they were 
never taught? I hope I am sincere; I was 
so, at least, on a bed of sickness in 
a far-distant *.country, when I had 
neither friend nor comforter nor hope 
to sustain me. I looked to death as a 
relief from pain, without a wish for an after- 
life, but a confidence that the God who pun- 
ishes in this existence had left that last asy- 
lum for the weary.’ But he continues: 

‘**I am no Platonist; I am nothing at all; 
but I would sooner be a Paulician, Man- 
ichean, Spinozist, Gentile, Pyrrhonian, Zoro- 
astian than one of the seventy-two yjllainous 
sée(tS Wh are tearing each other to pieces

His Good-by to England. 

He began now to get restless. London 
palled upon him. Perhaps he felt that his 
popularity was waning; at any rate he de- 
eided to burn his ships behind him, leave 
fogs and conventionalities for clearer skies 
and fewer restrictions. In the same letter 
he tells his friend Hodgson: 

‘In the spring of 1813 I shall leave England 
forever. Everything in my affairs tends to 
this, and my inclinations and health do not 
discourage it. Neither my habits nor consti- 
tution are improved by your customs or 
your climate. I shall find employment in 
making myself a goed Oriental scholar. I 
shall retain a mansion in one of the fairest 
islands, and retrace, at intervals, the most 
interesting portions of the East. In the 
meantime I am adjusting my concerns, 
which will (when arranged) leave me with 
wéalth sufficient even for home, but enough 
‘for a principality in Turkey. At present 
they are involved, but I hope, by taking some 
necessary but unpleasant steps, to clear 
everything.”’ 

Though he began his acquaintance with 
Tom Moore rather unpropitiously, they be- 
came the best of friends, as this letter, writ- 
ten to Moore, shows: 

am too proud of being your .friend to 
care with whom I am linked in your estima- 
tion, and, God knows, I want friends more 
at this time than any other. lam ‘ taking 
care of myself’ to no great purpose. If you 
knew my situation in every point of view 
you would excuse apparent and uninten- 
tional neglect. I shall leave town, I think; 
but do not you leave it without seeing me. 
I wish you, from my soul, every happiness 
you can wish yourself; and I think you have 
taken the road to secure it. Peace be with 
you! I fear she has abandoned me.”’ 


Held High Opinion of Moore. 


Writing about Moore in his journal he 
says: *‘ Moore has a peculiarity of talent, or 
rather talents—poetry, music, voice—all his 
own; and an expression in each which never 
was, nor will be, possessed by another. But 
he is capable of still higher flights in poetry. 
By the by, what humor, what everything 
in the ‘ Post-Bag’! There is nothing Moore 
may not do, if he will but seriously set about 
it. In society he is-gentlemanly, gentle, 
and, altogether, more pleasing than any in- 
dividual with whom I am acquainted. For 
his honor, principle, and independence, his 
conduct to .... speaks trumpet- 
tongued.’ He has but one fault—and that 
one I daily regret—he is not here.”’ 

In the same journal he writes of Rogers 
and Southey: * Rogers is silent, and, it is 
said, severe. When he does talk he talks. 
well, and on all subjects of taste his delicacy 


of expression is pure as his poetry. If you 


enter his house, his drawing-room, his li- 
brary, you of yourself say, This is not the 
dwelling of a common mind. There is not 


a gem, a coin, a book thrown aside on his 
chimney-piece, his sofa, his table, that does 
not bespeak an almost fastidious elegance 
in the possession. But this delicacy must be 
the misery of his existence. O, the jarrings 
his disposition must have encountered 
through life! | 


“Southey I have not seen much of. His 


appearance is epic; and he is the only exist- 
ing entire man of letters. All the others have 
some pursuit annexed to their authorship. 
His manners are mild, but not those of a man 
of the world, and his talents of the first or- 
der. His prose is perfect. Of his poetry 
there are various opinions; there is perhaps 
too much of it for the present generation; 
posterity will probably select. He has pas- 
sages equal to anything. At present he has 
‘a party, but no public, except for his prose 
writings. The life of Nelson is beautiful,”’

PREVENTS BEING BURIED ALIVE. 


Member of the Czar’s Household In- 
vents a Machine to Spread the Alarm 
and Give the Unfortunate Air. 


Count Michael von Karnice Karnicki, the 
Czar’s chamberlain. bas invented and per- 
fected an exceedingly clever apparatus for 
the prevention of that bugbear of the nerv- 


ous—a Hving burial. The apparatus was of- .- 


fered as a gift to the French government, 
which still has its acceptance under consid- 
eration. 

A tube protrudes four feet to four and a 
half feet above the surface of the grave, 
and upon the top of it is fixed a small metal 
box with 4 spring lid. 

‘To the lower end of the tube, which just 
enters the upper lid of the coffin, is fixed an 
indiarubber ball, charged pretty fully with 
air, so that the slightest extra pressure upon 
it would cause a discharge of air upward 


through the tube, and thereby release the 
lid of the box, which springs open upon the 


slightest pressure. 

The opening of the lid automatically raises 
a small flag and sects an electric bell in mo- 
tion, which rings immediately over the 
grave and in the sexton’s house, where it 
also releases a fidp which indicates the 
grave over which the box has opened. 

As will be seen, the slightest sign of 
breathing on the part of the buried person 


or the slightest motion of the heart will 


suffice to open the box and sound the alarm, 


and the open box, by a clever and Intricate 


little mechanism, pumps a sufficient quantity 


of air down into the -coffin to preserve the 


buried person from suffocation while assist- 
ance is arriving. 

Count Karnicki, it may be added, is firmly 
convinced that thousands of persons are 
buried alive every year in a state of lethargy.

Coach Woodruff Discusses the 
Great College Elevens. 


HERSCHBERGER’S HIGH PLACE 


[BY GEORGE W. WOODRUFF.] 
HILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 3.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The football season of 1898 hav- 
ing come to a close we find the usual 
number of reviewers of the season and 
efforts to select an ‘‘all American 
team.” Neither of these efforts can possibly 
be attended with any degree of actual suc- 
cess. Each individual critic has his own 
honest opinion with regard to the relative 
merits of the best teams. And we will find 
few of them come to the same conclusion. 

There are two ways of regarding the ball 
teams of any season and attempting to de- 
cide their relative merits; one way is totake 
into account the average result from the 
real number of games won, lost, or tied, and 
thereby striking a percentage by mere arith- 
metical calculation. The other way is toin- 
quire into the actual efficiency of the differ- 
ent teams, taking into account their re- 
spective abilities in attack and defense, in 
kicking the ball and handling kicks. 

Proceeding by the first method there is no 
doubt of the order in which the five greater 
Eastern teams should be named. Harvard 
stands first beyond dispute, having-won 
every game of the season by acomparatively 
good score; Princeton is generally ranked 
second, having lost no games whatever, but 

having been tied in one centest, thereby fall- 
ing below Harvard in her average of games 
won, lost, and tied. 

Pennsylvania would come third.beyond all 
chance for dispute, becquse of having lost 
one game only, and of' having been tied in 
no games; Yale would come fourth, because 
of having lost two games, one to Princeton 
and the other to Harvard; Cornell would be 
tied with Yale for fourth place, because she 
has lost an “equal number of games, having 
been defeated only by Pennsylvania and 
Princeton. 

On Actual Merit of Players. 

This is probably the simplest and, in the 
Jong run, the most satisfactory way of de- 
termining the relative standing of the teams 
which compete in the same section of the 
country. It shows nothing with regard to 
the actual merit of the players, but, per- 
haps, that cannot be satisfactorily estab- 
lished by any course of reasoning. Prince- 

ton may possibly dispute the supremacy 
with Harvard. Further, Yale men, although 
they could scarcely argue against the 
Supremacy of Harvard, could, with a great 
eal of plausibility, urge that they area 
better team than Prirficeton, since they 
showed much more ability to gain ground 
With the ball than did the Princetonians, and 
camé out nearly equal in the matter of kick- 
ing and handling kicks, while on the defense 
they proved themselves almost impregnable 
against any of the regular attacks of the 
Orange ahd black team. ‘These are actual 
facts, and cannot be dented. |

In spite of my full recognition of this 
fact I could not be honest in my declaration 
and say otherwise than that I consider Penn- 
sylvania, in actual merit, a close second to 
Warvard, In attack Pennsylvania was su- 
perior even to Harvard, as was shown by 
the Harvard-Pennsylvania game itself. 
Further proof of this superiority over Her- 
vard was given one week after the game at 
Cambridge, when the Quakers met the Indi- 
ans at Franklin Field. In the Harvard- 
Indian game the wearers of the crimson had 
been unable to) make any decided ground, 
but when the indians faced Pennsylvania 
there was an exhibition by the Quaker team 
of the most remarkably consistent ground 
gaining which has been shown this year. 
There is no doubt in the minds of any well 
ill enthusiast but that the 
Indians had as strong a team this year as 
they have had in years past. In spite of 
that fact, Pennsylvania carried the ball, the 
first time she secured it, sixty-five yards for 
a touchdown, and, after the next kickoff, 
eighty yards for a touchdown, without any 
runs of more than twenty yards to help along 
and with never/a danger of losing the ball 
on a fourth down.

THE POPE AGAINST ‘“ CAHENSLEYISM.” 

The Catholics who come to this country 
from the continent of Europe seldom under- 
stand English. Itis natural, therefore, that 
they should join congregations made of 
fellow-Catholics who speak the same lan- 
guage—German, Bohemian, Polish, . or 
Italian—that they do. They feel more at 
home there than in a congregation made up 
largely of English-speaking Catholics. The 
services are the same, but other things are 
different. Thus the Catholic Church in 
America in one respect is somewhat in the 
same condition that the United States 
would be if all its citizens of foreign birth 
flocked by themselves, adhered persistently 
to the use of their. native tongue, and did 
not unite with all other citizens in one har- 
monious whole. 

There are some Catholic dignitaries in 
Europe and in this country who would like 
to see this system of “ nationality ” churches 
continued indefinitely. They want to see 
the children following in the footsteps of 
their parents, so that a ehurch which was 
at the outset, naturaily and inevitably, a 
“ German.” Catholic or a “ French” Cath- 
olie church never shall be anything else. 
They do not want the foreign-born Cath- 
olics or their children to become American- 
ized, but to be foreign colonies planted on 
American soil. This is “ Cahensleyism,” 

The Pope, however, does not sympathize 
with these individuals, whose policy, if car- 
ried out, would weaken the Catholic Church 
in this country. He believes that this sep- 
aration of different nationalities into con- 
gregations of their own, using only their 
own -language, should be discouraged in- 
stead of being encouraged.. His views have 
been set¢orth by him in u letter which was 
read by Archbishop Cerrigan at a recent 
meeting of the New York diocesan synod. 

The adoption of no radical measures is 
ordered. No sudden changes are to be 
made. The letter read by the Archbishop, 
while disapproving of “ Cahensleyism,” 
goes no further than to direct that the chil- 


NOVAK’S MARKET SCHEME. 

Alderman Novak proposes that the city 
shall get permission from the Legislature 
to issue bonds for $500,000 for the erection 
of four great public markets, two of which 
are to be on the West Side. The city 
is to rent out the space to butchers, green 
grocers, etc. The Alderman thinks the 
rentals will amount to $350,000 yearly 
which will soon pay off the bonds. Then 
those rentals can be used for cleaning the 
streets, 

It is evident that there are several things 
Alderman Novak does not know. One of 
them is that the Legislature cannot em- 
power the city to sell bonds for any pur- 
pose, because the city is already in debt 
beyond the constitutional limit. The city 
is empowered by the charter to establish 
market Houses if it desires to do so, but 
the money which will be required will have 
to come out of the proceeds of taxes. 
Nor does the Alderman seem to know that 
if there were any guch profit in running 
great markets at a distance from the center 
of the city, as he alleges there will be,

ARBITRATING ogltion that Spain has had 
THE MAINE the effrorntery to make at 
DISASTER. Paris is the one for appoint- 


ing an international com- 
mission to determine the responsibility for 
the Maine disaster. If Spain is proved to be 
responsib!e for that crime of the century, 
then it offers to do—what? To pay the mil- 
lions of indemnity it owes? Not at all. If 
proved gullty itis to eend a warship to salute 
the Americen flag at New York. If it suc- 
ceeds in tampering with the commission so 
that nothing is proved, then the United 
States is to have the privilege of paying the 
whole expense of the wild-goose enterprise, 
while Spain will make what capital it can 
out of the fiasco. No; Sagasta’s proposed 
“arbitration ’’ will be refused with con- 
temptuous thanks. No commission is needed 
to fix the blame for the monstrous Maine 
atrocity. We know already, without any 
arbitration or further investigation—know 
to 900-1,000Ths of absolute certainty—that 
official Spaniards perfidiously destroyed the 
Maine and its crew. It is supremely pre- 
posterous to ask anybody to think that the 
Maine sailors blew themselves up from the 
inside of the vessel. Only a Moor or an 
Arab would pretend to suggest such a thing.

OPEN THE BIG DITCH. 

The drainage ditch should be pushed to 
completion as speedily as possible. It should 
be put in operation next year, even if the 
Drainage Trustees have to make conces- 
sions and ¢ompromises in order to finish 
and open their big channel. If they stand 
out for their rights those righis may be ob- 


(tained in the end, but Chicagoans will be 


compelled to wait a year longer for pure 
water. Such a delay may have serious con- 
sequences for the public health. 

The people of the city want pure water, 
pure air, and clean streets. They are all 
three needed, but pure water most of all. 
The volume of the sewage discharge into 
the Chicaga River and through it into the 


lake, especially when freshets scour out the 


river, is increasing rapidiy with the great 
growth in population. But the quantity of 
sewage discharged through the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal does not increase. The 
Bridgeport pumps do no more work than 
they did ten years ago. So the opening of 
the drainage channel is becoming an ab- 
solute necessity. If not done epidemics will 
ensue, 

The Canal Commissioners want the 
Drainage ‘Trustees to do some expensive 
work, which the latter deem unnecessary, 
in order that a valuable water power may 
be created, the benefits to accrue, not to the 
Sanitary District, but to the State. The 
Canal Commissioners have the whip-hand. 
They control some canal lands which the 
Drainage Trustees want, but cannot get 
unless they comply with the terms of the 
commissioners. The Circuit Court has de- 
cided that those lands cannot be condemned. 
Possibly the Supreme Court may hold other- 
wise, but it will take considerable time to 
get a decision, and when obtained it may be 
adverse to the trustees. Whether they win 
or lose, valuable time will have been lost. 

The Canal Commissioners are seeking to 
take advantage of the neeessities of the 
drainage district and are forcing its tax- 
payers to spend more money than is neces- 
sary. The trustees do not likethat. Neither 
do the taxpayers. But sometimes it is 
cheaper and better to pay money for tribute 
than for fighting. The Sanitary District has 
been gouged from the beginning. The val- 
ley people compelled the construction of 
a more expensive ch¥nnel than neces- 
sary. Some of the railroads have gouged 
the district. This final, smaller gouge of 
the Canal Commissioners might fs well be 
submitted to, The trustees should put their 
pride in. their pocket and make the best 
compromise they can with the Canal Com- 
missioners, 80 that the drainage channel 
may be. opened next year and Chicagoans 
be given pure drinking water. 


* LYMAN ABBOTT’S RESIGNATION. 
For some forty years the most famous 

pulpit in America was that of Henry Ward 

Beecher in Plymouth Church, Brooklyn, 


| For the last ten years Dr. Lyman Abbott 


has filled that pulpit, and to an unexpected 
degree has maintained its distinction. And 
this has been the more remarkable from the 
fact that during all this time he has also 
been the chief editor of one of the foremvst 
religious newspapers in the country, form- 
erly the Christian Union, now the Outlook. 
Dr. Abbott is no doubt wise in his decisicn 
not to attempt longer to carry the two-fold 
burden. It hardly needed the doctor to ex- 
plain to him that, at his time of life, he was 
using up his vital energies faster than na- 
ture supplied them. 

Dr. Abbott has been a conspicuous in- 
stance of the freedom of the American pul- 
pit. Whatever any one’s religious views 
no one can question the educational and 
moral, as well as religious, power of the 
pulpit in this country. It is not the power 
of the priest, but that of the preacher. In 
this respect our country has been totally 
different from Spain, for instance, or Italy, 
or even France. From the beginning 
of American history the preacher has had 
his place; a place on the whole well at the 
front along all the lines that make for 
progress. There have, it is true, been some 
spicy heresy trials now and then, and yet 
these hive often been more in the interest of 
honesty than of bigotry, on the score that 
the church or congregation preserved some 
rights and might claim some freedom of its 
own as well as the preacher. 

Plymouth pulpit under Beecher was a 
power in the land for freedom, for justice, 
for humanity, which the historian of the 
period will be sure to make much account 
of. If there was a square rod of freedom 
in America where genius, the genius of in- 
comparable eloquence, gloried in its liberty, 
and in its opportunity, and its occasions, it 
was in that Brooklyn pulpit. That Lymen 
Abbott has been able to sustain for a dec- 
ade longer the prestige of that pulpit has 
been greatly to his credit. Ardent enough 
in his loyalty to his predecessor, he has been 
content to be himself and try to do his best 
in his own way. For purity of style, sim- 


plicity of manner, virility and lucidity of 


statement his utterances, whether by pen or 
voice, have been excellent models. Some 
may think his judgment not infallible, his 
logic not always conclusive, his orthodoxy

sometmes mixed and intermittent, but his 
generous sympathies, his alertness to the 
opportunity and the duty of the hour, and 
withal his fine fearlessness in advocating 
whatever course seemed to him to be right 
and for the time most urgent, have made for 
him innumerable friends in all parts of the

TO ABOLISH COLLEGE HAZING. 

The students of Princeton showed their 
good sense the other day by assembling in 
mass-meeting and declaring by a unani- 
mous vote that hazing in that university 
was forever dead. It is high time that 
every college having any sef-respect should 
follow this example and support the reform 
movement vigorously. There is no wit or 
sense in hazing. It is a relic of barbarism, 
and students who pretend to any degree 
of modern enlightenment should unite to 
abolish the disgraceful practice. © | 

The faculty of every col.ege is against 
hazing in all its forms, but the reformation 
must come from the students themselves, 
as it hasin Princeton. In many of the col- 
leges, especially the larger and older ones, 
which ought to know better, there is a silly 
tradijion that an upper classman must tor- 
ture his juniorsin some way in order to show 
his superiority and manliness. He must be 
a ruffian in order to prove he is a gentleman. 
It is time that sensible American young 
men renounced and denounced this partic- 
ular form of idiocy forever. It belongs to 
the era of the stage coach and of the duello, 

Princeton students had for some years 
done away with hazing of the more brutal 
type, but there still remained enough of the 
old barbarism to repeat the sort of accident 
that made Prescott almost blind for iife. It

The student community at Prince- 
ton has ceased to find fun in the exploits of 
bullies, and the disciples of swaggering and 
hazing will have to find a new outlet for 
their enerBeso get out of Princeton. | 
“No thinkidg collegian will deny that this 
is a step in advance, and that all colleges 
which mean to be abreast of the times will 
sooner or later have to follow Princeton’s 
example. Some have already done so— 
notably certain colleges in the West. All 
the others, East and West, will have to do 
the same. There is no more excuse for 
hazing than there is for dueling among 
students. Both were popular in. the time 
of Aaron Burr, but the world has moved 
on since then. Every college with any pre- 
tensions to enlightenment and self-respect 
should call a mass-meeting of its student 
members and pass resolutions banishing 
hazing ‘in all its forms from the campus 
forever. 


BOSTON’S ATTACK ON MUSIC. 

It is with deep regret that Chicago notes 
Boston's hostility to music. To be sure, the 
thing is as yet confined to a crusade against 
the hand organ, but this is only the first 
downward step. Is it not Shakspeare who 
says that the man who hath no love of 


the tuneful hurdy-gurdy in his sdéul is fit 


for treavons, stratagems, and spoils? The 
attack upon the liberties of the hand organ 
men is but a beginning—the entering 
wedge, which in time may split asunder 
the Symphony Orchestra and the Handel 
and Haydn society themselves, 

A municipal Music commission, appoint- 
ed by the Mayor, sat in a Boston park on 
last Thursday and: listened critically, al- 
most savagely, to 146 consecutive hand 
organs, these being played one at a time 
in close succession by their swarthy and 
anxious owners. Can anything good be 
expected of that commission? Will it here- 
after be a safe body of men to trust with 
the musical future of an apparently cul- 
tivated city? Surely the whole thing :s 
a sad mistake, and it all comes from the 
unaccountable suspicion cherished by Bos- 
tonians that the hand organ is not a classical 
musical instrument. 

Let Boston give ear to reason and to au- 
thority on this important subject before 
it is too late. Let it withhold its hostile 
hand from the quivering, quavering, trum- 
pet-toned hurdy-gurdy while we quote some 
of the great minds of the century on its 
behalf. Herbert Spencer speaks of the 
maligned instrument as one of the sources 
of human pleasure, remarking that “an 
air from a street piano, heard while at 
work, will often gratify more than the 
choicest music played at a concert by the 
most accomplished musicians.” Charles 
Lamb, the gentle and Artistic “ Elia,” was 
a constant lover of the hand organ and 
never denied his love. Leigh Hunt, with | 
his refined musical sensibilities, compares | 
the cheering sight of a green tree along 
a London street to “ the hand organ which 
brings unexpected music to the ear.” When 
Samuel Rogers dined at home it was his 
custom to have an Italian organ grinder 
playing in the hall, the organ being set 
to the Sicilian Mariners’ air and other 
popular tunes of the South. Emile 
Deschanel, the French essayist, ‘calls bar- 
rel organ music “ a good thing that leads toa 
better.” 

Will the Boston commission continue in | 
its iconoclastic course after these words 
of warning? Will it presume to snuff out 
the humble good that leads to better? Will 
it raise its inquisitorial hand against free 


its free speech and free press? Surely the 
arid overcultivation of a few Wagnerites 
will not be allowed to rob less degenerate 
ears of the pleasure of which Mr. Wind- 
ham speaks in his famous diary:'“ Some 
Irish tunes, from an organ which we had 
at the door, gave me those sensations of 
happiness which music sometimes inspires 
me with, and which I hardly know from 
anything else.” Byron’s diary furnishes a 
similar passage: ‘ O, there is an organ play- 
ing in the street—a waltz, too! I must 
leave off to listen, They are playing a 
waltz which I have heard ten thousand 
times at the balls in London. Music ig a 
strange thing.” Finally, let Boston re- 
member good old. Colonel Newcome’s 
pathetic offer to his darling Rosey, then 
an invalid, when he asked whether she 
would not like a barrel organ grinding fitty 
or sixty favorite pieces, which a bearer could 
turn.

Recent Events in the Line of “Manipulated’’ Railway Tickets 
Make the Life of the Broker Anything but 
a Happy One. 


F the National Association of Merchants 
and Travelers can prevent it by any

brokers regularly engaged in that business. 
The abolition of the evil of railway ticket 
‘scalping’ is a thing that has long been 
sought,.but a practicable way of wiping out 
the business has not yet been found. The 
solution of the question, however, by the 
business extermination of those engaged in 


the industry is now believed to bein sight: 4 


Relief “is to come by legislative measures. 
This method is favored by the National As- 
sociation of Merchants and ‘Travelers be- 
cause it beliewes the abolition of the right 
by private parties to deal in railroad tickets 
will be a good thing for the traveling public, 
in which occupation the members of the 
association are constantly engaged.

cret servicé investigation instituted several 
weeks ago by a Chicago road which has re- 
cently, it is claimed, been made the victim 
of extensive ticket frauds, and the arrest ofa 
couple of local brokers on a charge of deal- 
ing in passes, tickets, and mileage books 
stolen from the general offices of the com- 
pany, at an estimated loss to the road of 
some $2,000. | 

Another feature whitch lends interest to 
the subject is the publication, so new that 
the printer’s ink is hardly dry, of an elab- 
orate pamphlet by the Central Anti-Ticket 
Scalping committee, entitled ‘sMuseum of 
Ticket Scalping Iniquity.’’ In it are re- 
produced, in colors, photographs of a large 
number of manipulated tickets. The 
pamphlet opens with this explanation to the 
public: | 

* The tickets shown Here are actual coun- 
terparts of originals which may be inspect- 
ed at the office of the secretary of the Cen- 
tral Anti-Ticket Scalping Committee of 
Merchants’ Association, 909 Medinah Tem- 
ple, Chicago. With thém may be found the 
affidavits of the photographer and the 
printer, to the effect that the processes of 
reproduction did not changs them one iota. 

“These are only samples. Thousands of 
tickets which have been manipulated in the 
Same Way»+by the brokers may be found in 
the offices of auditors of American rail- 
roads. 

“It is hoped that after a study of these 
tickets you will coéperate with thousands 
of merchants and commercial men in this 
country and write a letter to the Congress- 
man from your district asking if he will not 
carefully study this question and cast his 
vote for the anti-ticket Scalping bill now be- 
fore Congress, a copy of which is here repro- 
duced. 

“The merchants of this country are inter- 
ested in this bill for many seamen We ponte 
an even half dozen: 

gut Because ticket brokerage is dishonest 
and against public morals and public de- 
cency. 

“2. Because it provides a school for crim- 
inals and a fence for stolen goods. . 

3, Because it is contrary to t inter- 
State commerce law, and because certain 
railroads use the scalper to break the inter- 
State commerce law by making one rate over 
their counters and another through the 
scalper. 

“4. Because it brings into discredit our in- 
tegrity and that of every honorable asso- 
clation when non-members buy round trip 
tickets at low rate on account of our meet- 
ings, use them one way, and sell the return 
portions to the brokers. 

Because it interferes. with the grant- 
ing of low rates for public meetings such as 
county fairs, street fairs, spectacular ex- 
hibitions, the great business, society, and 
religious gatherings of the year and all 
others for which the railroads are asked 
for special fares, thereby interfering direct- 
ly with the business of the merchants. 

“6. Because it deprives the railroads of 
legitimate revenue. When a railroad runs 
behind in its receipts the first man to feel 
the effects of economy is the railroad wage- 
worker. When the railroad wage-worker is 
not making money he can not buy goods.” 


Only ‘“‘ Weak ” Roads Favor Scalping. 


scalping is looked oh by railroad officials 
as an evil, some of them do not consider it 
altogether an unmixed one. There are those 
who, if not openly favoring it, do not go far’ 
out of their way to stop it. The roads not 

lently opposed to.** Scalping’”’ are what 
are known as ‘“ weak”’ roads—indirect and 
indifferently equipped for the proper hand- 


‘ling of passenger business. The “ strong ”’ 


roads oppose scalpipg hecause they will get 
the business anywaS—that is: traffic, fares 
being equal, will naturally. gravitate toward 
the road offering the superior advantage in 
the way of time and all the creative com 
forts whith can be furnished passengers en 
route. 

At the present time an influential comm't- 
tee of the National Association of Merchants 
and Travelers is ** swinging ‘round the cir- 
cle”’ in the interest of anti-scaPping legisia- 
tion. Week before last they were in the 
larger New England cities. No longer ago 
than last Tuesday they captured St. Louls,

stirred up under the auspices of the Inter- 
state Merchants’ association, At this meet- 
ing an address was delivered by Mr. A. M. 
Compton of this city, chairman of the Na- 
‘tional association’s General Executive com- 
mittee, in which he Gwelt at length on ihe 
evils of ticket brokerage both to the rail- 
roads and to the merchants of the couniry, 
calling special attention to the criminal! feat- 
ures of ticket scalping. 

. An official high in the passenger depart 

ment of one of the leading railroads center- 


ing in this city was asked by a reporter for. 


THE TRIBUNE what he considered the werst 
phase of ticket scalping. Hereplied: ‘“* The 
fraud practiced on the traveling public. The 
railroad company, it will be understeod, is 
generally enabled to protect itself by exer- 
cising its right of refusing to transport a 
passenger presenting a worthless ticket, but 
for the traveler who has been ‘ done’ by an 
unscrupulous scalper there is often no re- 
course. The frauds to which I referareofa 
dozen different kinds and include the sale, 
to travelers, dt rates slightly lower than the 
regular tariff, of forged, ‘ raised,’ ‘ plugged,’ 
and stolen tickets. I have in my desk an 
almost unlimited number of ‘ crooked ”’ U.ck- 
ets which have been manipulated in various 
ways. Here area few of them.” 
Samples of ‘‘ Crooked ’”’ Work. 

An interesting exhibit followed, every 
ease being illustrative, in one way or an- 
other, of the devious methods sometimés 
adopted with intent to defraud. Many of 
them had been successful, for the pur- 
chaser of the ‘“‘crooked”’ ticket had, in 
some instances... been carried to his destina- 
tion long before the irregularity of the 
proceeding had been discovered. Some of 
the tickets. on the other hand, had never 
been used for transportation purposes, hav- 
ing been taken up by men employed for 
that purpose when presented at the gates 
in the station, where all tickets were sup- 
pesed to be scrutinized. The tickets most 
frequently ‘“‘spotted”’ by these lynx-eyed 
employés are tickets which have been re- 
ported lost or stolen and transportation in 
the form of mileage books or passes issued 
to one individual and presented by another. 

‘* Here,”’ sald the passenger official, “isa 
long coupon form, running over several 
roads. A good looking ticket, isn’t it? Well, 
every inch of it is a forgery. It was nota 
difficult matter for the printer to get a 
paper which matched ours on the printed 
side, but on the back you will observe the 
bogus ticket has been painted. more or less 
skillfully, with a water color paint as a 
means of getting the desired tint. About 
100 of these tickets were issued a long time 
ago to points on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville road, the destination being filled in by 
pen or with a rubber stamp @t the time of 
sale. In this instance, as frequently hap- 
perfs, the discovery of the fraud in the early 
stages of the game was largely in the na- 
ture of an accident. A man came in with 
a ticket stamped ‘ second class’ and wanted 
to go East on a train which did not carry 
second-class passengers. There were in- 
stantly discovered many points of dissim- 
ilarity between this and a genuine ticket. 
The facsimile signature of the general pas- 
senger and ticket agent was a bungling 
piece of work. Again, the form number on 
the bogus ticket was one which our com- 
pany did not use on tickets going East. 
The entire issue was finally run down and 
captured and the forgers punished. 


How the Tricks Are Turned. 

‘‘ The changing of local tickets from near- 
by points to a terminal is a trick often de- 
tected. Here {is one sold by our depot agent 
to a point where the fare is 27 cents altered 
by acids and reprinted to a distant point to 
which the fareis $11.50. This fraud was dis- 
covered through a woman bringing it in and 
wanting it redeemed, or some plausible 
story as to why she had been unable to use 
it on the date for whic# it wassold. She was 
finally frightened into confessing a certain 
broker’s connection with the scheme. 


‘“* Plugging’ a ticket Is a device frequent-: 
ly resorted to by dishonest sealpers. The 
‘ tickets, after being once sold and used, can, 


of course, only be secured through conniv- 
ance with such conductors as brokers suc- 
ceed in tempting to dishonesty. I am glad 
to say the number is not.large. ‘ Plugging,’ 
which implies the filling up of the holes orig- 
inally punched by the selling agent and the 
cancellation of fresh dates to suit the exi- 
gencies of the case, is most frequently re- 
sorted to on drovers’ contracts, a return 
pass being given for the man who brings in 
a car of live stock. On these, as on other 
tickets, all original writing is removed by 
acids, and the return pass restamped for 
use whenever a purchaser can be found for 
it. The dating stamp of the city office ofa 
railroad is frequently forged so cleverly that 
detection is almost impossible.”’ 

On the subject of the extent of crooked 
operations in connection with railroad trans- 
portation of various kinds the official said: 
‘**T wouldn't like to go on record as saying 
these irregularities are on the increase. I 
think, on the whole, there is something of a 
falling off, because of fewer opportunities 
and greater restrictions in the way of safety 
devices of various kinds surrounding the 
legitimate handling of railroad tickets. It 
will, unquestionably, be a good thing for 
both road and patron when the nefarious 
traffic of ticket scalping is entirely abolished. 
I hope it may be. We will gladly lend our 
aid and influence to anything bringing about 
the abolishment of the evil.’’

LITTLE WORLD IN ITSELF. 


Provincialism in Paris—Thinks Only of 
Dreyfus and Believes All the World 
Does So, Too. | 


IT went out on Sunday to a little town just 
over twenty miles from Paris. I dined in 
the tnn—a couple of cyclists from Paris 
yawning at the other side of the table, a 
local notary and a coupleof friends at the 
top. Afterwards, having no French money, 
I proposed to pay the bill with a sovereign. 
A sovereign is currency in the remotest 
village of Norway, im Turkey, in Egyptian 
mud bazaars, where a white man has hard- 
ly ever been seen. But the French inn- 
keeper, twenty miles from Paris, had never 
seen a sovereign and never heard of one, 
and he absolutely declined, with the utmost 
politeness, to bid more than 20 francs for it. 

That is a parable of the present state of 
things in France. In England we are 
troubled and grave, preparing our, fleets, re- 
grateful that France will be our enemy, that 
France insists on having war. But if war 
came nobody would be more utterly astound- 
ed than France. France is paying absolute- 
ly no attention to the Fashoda question. 
If we declared war France uld consider 
ita most unprovoked ager n, just as she 
regards the present plain speaking of our 
journals as mere mud throwing, such as she 
is accustomed to read in her own_ press 
about the Dreyfus affair. | 

France, in brief, is just now interested in 
something else—namely: the affair. And 
it is utterly impossible to persuade her that 
what absorbs her woes not equally absorb 
the whole world. The queen of civilization 
is wholly and hopelessly provincial.—Lon- 
don Mail. |

‘alley will commenee about the middle of this 
month, as they are now coloring. 

Only a limited number of cars of lemons are now 
coming from California. The market has been 
gradually declining for the last three weeks on 
account of constant arrivals from the Mediter- 
ranean. Fancy sicily lermons are now quoted at 
from $2.50 to in Chicago. Fancy California 
lemons are.therefore sold in sympathy with these 
prices, although the trade prefer the California 
fruit on account of California lemons being seed- 
less and. of a finer favor and appearance. 

Receipts last week inciuded two cars of Japan- 
ese persimmons from California, which are quoted 
at from $1.00 to $1.50 per crate, according to size 
of the fruit. There has also just arrived a consign- 
ment of fancy tangerines from Japan, boxes weigh- 
ing about 35 to 40 Ibs, fruit running in size 160s, 
quoted at $1.75 per box.

Fabulous Fortunes 
Once Made in Gra- 
zing Cattle on 


the Plains. 


OT far from the little Kansas town 
from whence Grant C. Gillett fled, 
leaving behindhim ruin, a broad path, 
lying like a chocolate ribbon on the 

green. prairie, comes to an end. Once 
it stretched unbroken, southward, more 
than 600 miles, and over it the wealth of an 
empire passed. It was a sort of a poetical 
coincidence that Gillett should make his 
pyrotechni¢ rise in its vicinity, for the path 
is a relic of a golden day in Western his- 
tory, the day of the ‘great beef bonanza, 
and Gillett’s own career was a later and 
short revival of possibilities for the indi- 
vidual that once existed on the prairies of 
the West. The countless thousands of cat- 
tle that were once slowly driven northward 
over that famous Chisholm trail couldn’t 
travel far upon it now without running 
against a barbed-wire fence. p 

And if there were no“fences the droves still 
couldn't be forwarded on that highway, be- 
cause the feed that nature planted in pro- 
fusion for them has either become scarce or 
js eaten off entirely. The railroad has sup- 
planted the trail as a transportation medi- 
um; much of the prairies that once were 
free, and so bountiful as to make the cost 
of rearing a calf to maturity and the high- 
est marketable value something less than 
$1.50, are now fenced in; it takes feed grown 
for the purpose, corn and meadow grass, to 
fatten, and thousands of cattle are now pre- 
pared for market in States where there are 
more forests, and swamps, and mountains 
than prairies, and where the cost of the 
process is often staggering. 

The range cattle industry isn’t at an end, 
but it is carried on differently. It requires 
larger capital and the ownership of great 
tracts of land and of water rights to repre- 


sent even partially the old scale. The bar- 
baric splendor of cattle barons, who got 
The bar- 


rich without effort, is a memory. 
ons themselves are gone. Gillett was only 
areminder of dozens who rose in the SUs, and 
vanished as suddenly as he did when the 


change came. 


SOME FAMOUS TRAILS. 

No history of the remarkable era in which 
the words “ cattle raiging’’ were taken to 
mean quick fortune could be written with- 
out reference to the great Chisholm trail, 
the almost equally famous old Cherokee 
trail, and the West Shawnee trail, and the 
trails which led up from Colorado into Mon- 
tana and Wyoming. They were not the 
creations of a day, but of years. Old John 
Chisholm, who lived in Texas, and Joe Mec- 
Coy, who went from dllinois to Texas, lent 
the greatest impetus to the establishment 
of these trails. Ranchers in Texas had car- 
ried on the business of raising cattle for 


many years when the war between the } 


North and South cut off their Northern 
‘market. Later, when peace restored old 
conditions, they were confronted with the 
difficulty of driving their herds through a 
wild, untracked, unsettled country, infested 
with Indians and bands of outlaws, who 
demanded toll. 
McCoy saw if railroads could be construct- 
ed in Kansas much of the difficulty of get- 
ting stock to market would end. In 1867 
the old Kansas Pacific division of the Union 
Pacific was being built from Kansas City 
along the valley of the Kaw due west. Mc- 
Coy conceived the idea of forming a great 
shipping point at Abilene, 165 miles from 
Kansas City. There, in the midst of a richly 


~ grassed section, cattle yards were built. A 


single bold horseman was dispatched on a 
lonely ride south through a country in which 
bands of hostile Indians roamed, with in- 
Structions to induce cattle mén to send their 
Stock to the new shipping point. It was 
slow work to convince the ranchmen. Only 
86,000 cattle were driven into Abilene the 
first season—l per cent of the supply in 
Texas. The next year, in 1868, 75,000 en- 
tered the yards at the town now grown from 
thirty houses to a place of several thou- 
Band. The next year the cavalcade had 
swollen to 160,000, and the next year more 
than double that number came tramping 
up the three grand trails that linked the 
North and South. 


PIONEERS IN THE PATHS., 

While it is true that later in their history 
eminent engineers were employed. to make 
slight changes in them, the Chisholm, the 
Old. Shawnee, and the West Shawnee trails 
were paths laid out by men who had no 
knowledge of the elaborate methods engi- 
neers would have employed. They were 
roads whose magnificence aroused the ad- 
miration of all who saw them. Old John 
Chisholm, riding ahead of his herd, selecting 


~ What seemed to be the best route, broke out 


the trail named after him as an extension 
/0f the irreguiar southern Texas trail, end- 
ing at the north near Cooke County. He 
forded the Red River near the mouth of 
Mud Creek, followed that stream to its head, 
crossed the Washita at Elm Spring, followed 
the Canadian River into the Valley of King- 
fisher Creek, crossed the Arkansas River 
at Sewall’s Ranch, and entered Kansas near 
Caldwell; then, turning northeasterly, 
struck Newton and continued over the di- 
Vide to the prairies south of Abiiene. 

The Old Shawnee trail led to Baxter 
Springs, opened the same time as Abilene. It 
left the Red River east of the starting point of 
the Chisholm trail and ran nearly paral'el

,ENORMOUS CATTLE TRAFFIC. 
Over 1,000,000 cattle tramped northward 
Over the trails in 1871, fifteen miles a day, 
finding food and water on the way, and ar- 
riving in better condition than when they 
Started. Half a dozen new shipping points 
Were created in Kansas by the Kansas Pa- 
cific to meet the increased requirements. 
Nearly as many counties in Kansas were 
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States, from Mexico, and even from Eu- 
rope, and left there to multiply. 


OPENING NEW PASTURES. 

It was an extraordinary transformation. 
Cattlemen learned the so-called arid region, 
when rainfall was mighty scarce, produced 
a grass upon which cattle thrived and grew 
fat. There were, for the first few years at 
least, no diseases, no storms, nothing to 
create losses among the cattle. Their rate 
of multiplication seemed greater than in 
the civilized East. They could be faised in 
the Southern territory, driven north grad- 
ually, wintered on the snowy ranges of 
Montana and Wyoming, and go to market 
splendid beasts. In 1880 the whole number 
of cattle in Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, 
Utah, Idaho, Nevada, Oregon, and Wash- 
ington was 594,714 less than the number in 
lllinois. New York, never spoken of as a 
cattle growing State, had, in 1880, 2,300,000 
cattle, nearly 500,000 more than in the 
States and Territories first named. New 
York and Illinois together had 900,000 more 
cattle than Texas in 1880. But in the East- 
ern States cattle cost money to raise, and 
particularly so if corn was over 30 cents a 
bushel. In the arid belt the cost of bringing 
a calf up to marketable age and condition 
was estimated from 50 cents to $1.50, and 
twenty acres were calculated as sufficient to 
winter a steer. Cattlemen had millions of 
acres for their herds to roam over. All 
that it was essary to do was to brand 
their cattle and turn them loose until the 
round up. 

The Indians were driven out of the arid 
belt when thus its possibilities were seen. 
Great trails, rivaling in their magnitude the 
Chisholm and old Cherokee trails of Texas, 
were broken out from New Mexico north 
to the Northern tier of Territories, skirting 
the eastern slope of the mountains, cross- 
ing rivers, climbing hills, and penetrating 
dark cafions. New towns were built and 
oid frontier posts suddenly increased in 
population twenty fold. and dn wealth a 
thousand fold. Railroads were projected 
and bullt and new industries established. It 
took millions to do all, this, but the millions 
came readily from the Eastern States and 
from Europe. The old, cautious New Eng- 
land States sent, it was estimated, $10,- 
000,000 to the plains for investment in one

houses, and dance houses, and the tone of 
their morals is perhaps best described in 
the picturesque saying originating about 
that time, ‘“‘ There is no Sunday west of 
Newton, and no God west of Pueblo.”’ There 
were terrible stérms in the winter of 1871- 
‘72, killing thousands of cattle. Out of 
herds of 6v,000 or 70,000 only a few hundred 
were saved. It was estimated that less than 
50,000 cattle survived in Kansas. From 
three stations over 100,000 hides were 
shipped. 

Bankruptcy for a good many. cattlemen 
followed the ravages of this winter, and 
there was a slump in the market besides. 
Nevertheless, cattlemen quickly recovered, 
so extraordinarily advantageous were the 
circumstances which governed the business. 
They had the business to themselves for a 
few years more. It was not until about 
1878 that it was generally realized the United 
States had millions of acres of magnificent 
grazing land free to anybody and everybody 
to use; that cattle could be bought for a few 
dollars, turned loose to feed themselves at a 
trifling expense, and be salable at the end 
of three or four years at four times their 
cost. The United States first, and a good 
part of Europe later, woke up to the fact 
there was big money In cattle. 

In 1870 there were 22,.50L337 horned cattle 
in the United States. * °n years later the 
census of 1880 showed t:.c:number had risen 
to 34,931,670. A large'share of this increase 


ed States that ten or twelve years before had 
been the pasture ground for myriad herds of 
buffalo and the home of hostile Indians. 
In 1880 there were 3,994,102 cattle in Texas. 
In Colorado, New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, 
Oregon, Idaho, and Washington, a large pro- 
portion of whose territory was semi-wilder- 
ness in 1875, there were 1,786,262 cattle in 
18380. There were 1,424,288 in Kansas. The 
whole of that great |belt of country from

England in one 
year sent $14,000,000 over to go into cattle. 
The cool, careful Scotch sent nearly as 
inuch. Even [Irance, Italy, and Germany 
had interests in the beef bonanza. 


EARLY PROFITS IN CATTLE. 

The profits of the business generally in the 
years between 1878 and 1886 were dazzling. 
Cattle, as before stated, throve and waxed 
fat, and seemed to increase at a phenomena! 
rate. The produce of a single cow, even if 
the calves were all males, it was estimated, 
would amount in fourteen years to $820, and 
the cow worth $30 would be left. In the 
seven years mentioned cattle went through 
the winters of the North as well as the 
springtime of the South. It was an era of 
steadily advancing prices. In the three 
years prior to 1884 the corn States did not 
mike a good crop of corn, and they turned 
what they had into pork instead of cattle. 
The effect was to holst the price of range 
and Texas cattle to the highest prices they 
had ever seen. In May, 1882, Texans sold at 
the Stock-Yards in Chicago at 6.8 cents per 
pound, and rangers, as cattle from Mon- 
tana were designated, in the month following 
at 6% cents. 

Men who began with nothing, or next to it, 
became rich in a few years under these con- 
ditions. R. G. Webster, in Colorado, had 
saved up by self-denial and hard work $500 
in the '70s. He bought thirty-five head of 
cattle. In a few years he sold out for $150,- 
000. An Irish servant girl in Montana took 
the equivalent of a debt of $150 in cattle, 
that is, fifteen cows, and induced a ranch- 
man to include them in his herd. She sold 
out in four years for $25,000. F. P. Ernest 
began with $1,800 in Colorado. In ten years 
he had sold $200,000 worth of beef, and re- 
fused an offer of $850,000 for his herd, now 
grown to 36,000 cattle. John Day in Indian 
Territory sold in six years for $450,000 the 
herd he had established with $15,000, after 
vainly offering a big bonus to be let off. 
Harrold -Bros., two farmer boys from Ilili- 
nois, went to Texas with $25,000, and in 
seven years sold their herds for $1,250,000, 
Colonel King of Colorado sold his herds 
after a comparatively few years for $4,000,- 
ooo. Sales of herds for anywhere from 
$250,000 to $1,000,000, which had been created 
with a few thousands, grew so common as 
the boom proceeded as to attract little more 
than passing attention. 

The scores of corporations operating on a 
bigger scale, employing larger capital, made 
even bigger profits. The Prairie Cattle 
company, an Anglo-American concern, be- 
gan with 100,000 cattle. In three years it 
paid $300,000 in dividends and had a larger 
number of cattle than in the beginning. 
The stocks of nearly all the English com- 
panies sold at a big premium on the London 
market, and the dividends some paid were 
such as caused an oversubscription of the 
shares of nearly every cattle company. 


“EASY MONEY” FOR EVERYBODY. 


All these results were accomplished with 
apparent ease. Nothing like the labor, 
thought, and anxiety that attends success in 
almost anything else was required in cattle 
raising on the ranges. Even inthe height of 
the boom men with comparatively little 
money could get into the business on a fair 
scale. That peculiar form of commercial 
paper known as “ cattle paper,”’ consisting 
of mortgage notes with cattle as collateral, 
had been invented. Russell Sage of New 
York, who was asked to put $1,000,000 in 
cattle paper, responded after it had been de- 
scribed that he would as soon lend money 
on a shoal of herring in the sea. But there 
were plenty of men who understood that if 
properly conducted the business of lending 
money on cattle, even though they are roam- 
ing the prairies, their whereabouts unknown 
until the roundup, is a comparatively safe 
one. Probably Grant Gillett has given the 
stability of cattle paper a severe blow, but 
in the '0s any man could borrow money on 
his cattle, and thousands paid as high as 
from 2 to 6 per cent a month for money and 
yet made money. 

‘As was natural the stories of the fabulous 
profits of this great bonanza enticed men to 
the plains from all parts of the world. Staid 
business-men from the East and middle 
West, the younger sons of the European no- 
bility, graduates of Yale and Harvard, and 
men who didn’t care to tell where they came 
from, journeyed West. The most courtly 
polished manners and the most uncouth 
might be seen in men around the same camp- 
fire. There were young English Lords, who 
were addressed by their titles, and men who 
if their names were called out suddenly 
would whirl around revolver in hand expect- 
ing to see an officer of the law, and deter- 
mined to sell their lives dearly. No one 
asked questions on the ranges, and all were 
on an equality in, the delirious, dazzling 
game.- Even the cattle barons didn't put on 
airs, but they lived in a fashion that the 
prairies will long remember. In Cheyenne 
equipages as fine as are seen in London 
were plentiful.

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would have been thought eccentric. A few 
of them, whom Gillett emulated, built mag- 
nificent houses in the desert, but for the 
most part they were content with big, roomy 
log ranches, plain on the outside, but the in- 
terior adorned with splendid furniture, rugs, 
hangings, and costly pictures. French cooks 
were brought from New York and especial 
trains were common things in the flush 
times. The young Englishmen particularly 
set up pretentious establishments. In Texas, 
Wyoming, and Montana the horses and the 
dogs that equip many an English country 
seat were seen. It all cost money, but what 
was a few thousand to a man that had just 
sold 1,000 head of cattle at $30,000 profit and 
had 30,000 head left? Gillett was-content 
with a cowboy band. The members of the 
Cheyenne club on one occasion hired a spe- 
cial train for Mrs. Langtry and paid her 
several thousand dollars to give one per- 
formance in that little town, and let most 
of the audience into the theater free. 


BEGINNING OF THE END. 

The highest price for cattle, as said, was 
reached in May and June of 1882. From 
that point the decline was slow but sure, al- 
though occasional reactions took place. The 
following table tells the story down to 1897. 
In the present year the highest price reached 
was about $4.75 per 100 pounds: 
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At the top of the boom signs were not 
wanting that a change was at hand. The 


range cattle are voracious feeders. They eat 
every minute during their waking hours,and 
in seven or eight years had eaten bare mil- 
lions of acres of land. The Valley of the 
Arkansas in 1873 was likened to the Garden 
of MBden. In 1881 it was a dusty desert, 
adorned by no green thing. Cattle that a 
few years before fed in the river bottoms 
now had to be sought seven and eight miles 
back in the hills. They were obliged to 
travel further and further each year from 
feeding ground to water. Miles and miles 
on each side of the great trails leading north 
and south were bare of grass. Ranchmen 
saw they must have. ranges of their own if 
they were to go on raising cattle, and they 
began buying land. The problem was a 
fence that would stop the fierce, half sav- 
age range cattle. It ceased to be a prob- 


lem when a hardware dealer in the little 


Town of De Kalb, Ill., gave to the world his 
inventidn of barbed wire. It was oné of the 
leading causes that revolutionized the range 
cattle business and brought the bonanza to 
an end. 


CHANGE IN OLD METHODS. 

Ranchmen patented water rights and 
bought land, paying for the latter at first 
as little as 50 cents an acre, and fencing it 
in with barbed wire as they boughtit. They 
gradually paid higher prices, until in parts 
of the best range countries $5 an acre ruled 
for land. Great corporations and syndicates 
interested in cattle stepped in and outbid 
smaller individuals, and took huge blocks 
of land. The Prairie Cattle company had 
three ranches in different parts of New Mex- 
ico, aggregating nearly 3,000,000 acres. The 
American company of Scotland secured 1,500 
square miles on the Niobrara River. Charles 
Goodnight established the celebrated Good- 
night ranch, partly in the panhandle of Tex- 
as, comprising 270,000 acres, and requiring 
230 miles of fence. The Red River Cattle 
company of England bought 150,000 acres 
and fenced in 100,000 acres immediately. 
The Maxwell Cattle company leased the 
Maxwell tract, an old Spanish grant in New 
Mexico, comprising 1,400,000 acres. A Chi- 
cago syndicate, composed of Johm V. and 
Cc. B. Farwell, Abner Taylor, and Colonel 
Babcock, built the State Capitol at Austin, 
Tex., and received a range of 3,000,000 acres 
of land in payment. The big concerns se- 
cured their land sometimes with old scrip 
they had bought cheaply, sometimes by pay- 
ing “cash, in either case doing what the 
smaller cattlemen could not. The smaller 
cattlemen bitterly resented these huge land 
purchases. They cut the  barbed-wire 
fences and tore down the posts. They de- 
stroyed hundreds of miles of this barrier 
to their cattle. In encounters between their 
cowboys and those of the land-owners lives 
were taken. The struggle continued for 
several years, but the barbed-Wire fence 
crept on, shutting in more and more of the 
ranges and cutting the smaller herds out of 
feeding ground. 

In their purchases of land hundreds of cat- 
tlemen had been obliged to borrow money 
on their cattle, and to meet the flebts they 
sold off first their 3-year-olds, then their 2- 
year-olds, and even their yearlings. This 
was one of the causes that led ta the great 
shortage of cattle a few years aga, notwith- 
standing the boom prices of the ’80s had led 
to overstocking of the ranges. Other causes 
were at work to complete the great change 
in the business. After a long | period of 
smal! losses from disease and weather, a 
succession of hard winters conspired to deal 
a heavy blow.

PEARLS IN THE MAINE WOODS.

Grindstone, Me., Nov. 11.—Henry Spears, 
an invalid from Pawtucket, R. I., who passes 
most of his time in the Maine forests, going 
from place to place with guides and canoes, 
has gathered and sold nearly $800 worth of 
pearls from fresh water mussels during the 
last season.

One day when the food supply was growing 
scarce Mr. Spears’ guide went up stream 
to cut some hard wood for fuel. Coming 
down in the canoe and towing the wood and 
limbs behind them, they passed through half 
a mile of quick water that flower over @ 
stony bed, and on arriving at camp they 
found a large number of musseis were at- 
tached to the Hmbs which had rubbed 


‘against the bed of the stream. At the req 


quest of Mr. Spears some.of these mollusks 
were opened and prepared for supper. Be- 
fore the guides had shucked a pint they hag 
discovered three pearls, one of which was aa 
big as a seven shot. They found five other 
pearls in the shells which had come dowls 
attached to the brush. From that time une 
til Mr. Spears was able to travel the guides 
devoted their energies to pearl hunting. 
When Mr. Spears and his men arrived at 
Caribou the pearls were sent by express to 
Boston, and ten days later a check for $350 
was received. They visited the place again 
in September, and in five days had found@ 
quantity of pearls that sold for $430. 

The mussels from which the pearls were ons 
tained are the long dark-célored 
which the, natives cal! fresh water clams, 
but which are classified in the books om 
natural history as unio veetus, Tue Alle- 
gash River is said to contain large quantities 
of them. In some places the bed of the 
stream is paved with shells for half a mile 
or more. These are believed to contain 
many thousands dollars’ worth of pearls.

The cars are wound up, the gruove adjusted 
to the string, and the trolley party made up 
of dolls goes on its way rejoicing without 
the aid of tracks.

Wound up locomotives are without num- 
ber. There is the reversible tin engine that 
runs forward, reverses and runs backwards 
several times with one winding. It is 
trimmed with red and gold and costs but 25 
cents. A copper boiler locomotive, with 
tested steel springs, is sold for 95 cents, while. 
$1.50 buys a more complicated model, pat- 
terned after the real American engine, with 
a bell that rings, a boiler and smokestack, a 
strong steel spring, and decorations of black 
and red enamel. It is quite a pretentious 
toy, seventeen inches long. : 

Hot air toys are novel in make and laugh- 
able enough while the last, which isn't long, 
as they are made only of pictured paste- 
board. The principal feature is a pin-wheel 
arrangement, shaped much like an electric 
fan. When the trick Is placed over a rad@ia- 
tor or other heat, or in a draft, the wheel 
spins and the paper figures proceed to per- 
form.

The toy that is of paramount interest to all 
Christmas shoppers, and always has been 
and probably always will be, is undoubtedly 
the doll, Dolls are cheaper this year and 
prettier than they have,ever been before. 
Movable eyes are the special feature. The 
cheapest dolls have rolling orbits, and you 
may be sure that a doll that cannct be put to 
sleep, however costly, has been dug out of 
last. year’s stock. It is a cold storage doll. 
Do not allow yourself to be deceived. The 
eyes of this year’s dolls are a clear open-and- 
shut proposition. Jointed bodies, also, that 
once were costly beyond price, are how 

cheaper than—sawdust. 

And what an assortment to choose from! 
There are dolls with bisque heads, with real 
curls, with kid, or with papier-maché jointed 
bodies. The ‘‘ Chinee and the Coon” stand 
side by side with the Yeller Kid. Baby Bunt- 
ing, in snowy white rabbit skin, is shoulder 
to shoulder with a grotesque red and blue 
French clown. The Zulu, shamelessly attired 
in a fuzzy ruffle, stands boldly on a shelf 
with a brownie in a swallow tail coat; Uncle 
Sam in stars and stripes; a fine big sailor 
boy, and a tattered rag thing, with a black 
mustache, supposed to be a Spanish soldier. 

French Dolls Most in Favor. 

The favorite doll of the year is by all odds 
the French jointed clown that may have 
any kind of a face, from the visage of an 
orang-outang to a regular spotted clown 
makeup. The body fs indestructible, and will 
remain in whatever ludicrous position it may 
be placed. The woolly hair isin patches of 
four distinct colors, and the suit, absurdly 
printed in pictures and spots, is made after 
the well-recognized clown fashion, with frills 
around the ankles, the wrists, and the neck. 
Every déll box has at least a couple of 
clowfis, with as many clown suits for each 
cléwn as can possibly bée made. I is a doll 
fad of the moment, and ‘the children seem 
to knock more joy out of their unbreakable 
humpty dumpties than they do out of the 
more ¢laborate ladies and babies and im- 
ported giris and boys in their collection. 
One doll used to be all that was necessary; 
now a whole trunkful are none too many. 

Dolly Varden rag dolls with beautiful lith-

There were two bodrooms in the house, 
one for the lady of the house and the other 
for the colored maid. The latter was fur-- 
nished simply with an 18-cent pewter bed, 
with pillow and mattress, a dresser, a chair, 
and a woven rag rug. The big bedroom con- 
tained a beautiful white enamel set deco- 
rated with blue flowers, to match the blue 
and white striped paper on the wall.

Contents of a Dresser. | 

The dresser contained two sets of muslin, 
underwear, two gingham dresses, an or- 
gandie dress trimmed with lace, a duck skirt 
and silk shirt waist, a silk dress with a 
train, a short china silk dress, half a dozen 
embroidered handkerchiefs, a sét of furs, 
muff, cape, and boa, a pair of corsets, a 
couple of caps, some gloves, a pair of mit- 
tens, a pair of side combs, three pairs of 
hose, a pair of slippers, and a blue mack- 
intosh lined with red.

First of all there 
was a dressing case, with perfume, powder, 
and brushes, and a &omb and mirror as well. 
Then there was a jewel box that contained 
a watch and chain, a string of pear! beads, a 

r of earrings, a breastpin, a hatpin, brace- 
ets, and a locket. On a little white desk 
there were writing paper, a tiny pencil, and 
a smal! sealing wax set. 

The dining-room was complete. The table 
had adjustable flaps, and matched six wood- 
en chairs. A china closet of the same wood 
held a dinner and tea set with pewter 
knives, forks, and spoons and napkin 
rings in a smal! drawer and table cloths and 
napkins in a large drawer. On the 
table was a toy fern dish set over 
a plaque of looking-glass.

Itis rather hard to estimate kitchen 
furnishings, the prices aré so diversified; yet 
each article, however expensive, is dupli- 
cated im cheaper material. 

One of the newest pieces Is the ice cream 
freezer, that will actually make ice cream. 
Another novelty of the year isa toy machine 
that will wash small pieces quite as well as 
a large machine. It is guaranteed not to 
leak. Itcosts98cents. An ordinary packing 
box, painted inside and out, can be easily 
fitted up for a toy kitchen like the onein the 
model house above described. — 


Miniature Gas Ranges. 

First to be considered is the stove, which 
ranges in quality from a black painted tin, 
to a toy gas range made like a regular gas 
range, in miniature, and burning real gas, 
and ranging in price from 25 cents, which is 
the price of the first, to $18, the cost of the 
complete gas range. A tin stove at 25 cents 
includes thirteen little tin utensils, and is 
really a safer investment than the gas affair. 
Between the two are nickel ranges, iron, 
ranges, iron ranges with nickel trimmings 
from 65 cents to $7, according to the number 
of utensils and the finish of thé stove. The 
expensive ones, of course, are constructed to 
stand live coals. 

Washing sets belonging to the kitchen ara 
a source of endless joy. The set is made up 
of tub, wash board, wringer, dryer, and 
bench. A box and pail may be added, and a, 
set of clothes pins and a clothesreel. The 
price of all of the things named is 75 cents. 
A carpet sweeper belongs behind the kitchen 
door, they have been reduced to 15 cents, 
Not to be forgotten for the kitchen table Is, 
the pastry set in four pieces of smooth wood, 
the board, rolling-pin, bowl, and potato, 
masher, at 12 cents a set. ; 

Refrigerators are more expensive. They. 
are made of hardwood, ginc-lined, and will | 


hold‘a small piece of ice. They are nearly 
all imported, and are not imitated in cheap 
materials. They cost $2.75. 

Kitchen sets can be had almost fora song. 


‘Twenty-six pieces are sold for 35 cents, 


forty-one pieces for 90 cents, and a small, 
set of twenty-three for 10 cents. They com- 
prise sieves, cakepans, funnels, graters, 
molds, dippers, pans, trays, etc. Granite 
dishes that will stand the fire come in sets of 
fourteen pieces for 75 cents. 

Furniture too large for dollhouses, in fact, 
just big enough for the children themselves, 
is turned out by the carload, and seems to 
be selling this year betterthanever. Desks, 
blackboards, dressers, and chairs are the 
things most coveted as nursery furnishings. 


Little Boys Not Forgotten. 


Of course there are toys made especially 
for boys. To begin with, there are the hair- 
skin-covered animals that are thrust con- 
solingly into their smal! arms, while they 
gaze with longing at their sisters’ new gless- 
eyed babies ahd wonder why little meh 
mustn't play with dolls. They comfert 
themselves with creatures on wheels, ele- 
phants with movable heads that make 
noises, woolly sheep that bleat, rolling 
horses with leather harness, cows that moo 
when you turn their heads, cloth’ kittens 
with bells around their necks, cats with 
glass eyes that meow when their tails are 
pulled, glass-eyed pigs that squeal, and don- 
keys with wagging heads, that bray on oc- 
casion. There are also wagons and horses, 
all on wheels, the wagons being loaded with 
flour, or coal, or milk, or dirt, or other bliss- 
ful medium guaranteed to ruin clothes and 
furniture and nurses’ tempers and give the 
little tots supremest happiness. 

Just a little bit older is the hobby horse, 
the throne of the baby tyrant, rich or poor. 
The shoo-fly for the youngest comes as low 
as eighteen inches, and costs 48 cents. The 
average price this season for the ordinary 
hollow rocker is $2.50, and the swinging, 
galloping horse that works without reckers 
costs from 50 cents to $8. 

If there is one thing above another thata 
small boy never wearies of it is some sort 
of a wagon, and it has the advantage of 
keeping him out in the fresh air, where he 
should be as much sas possible. Express 
wagons are made in all sizes and prices. 
Police patrols entail a delightful sense of 
authority. The desire of boys to be police- 
men sort of counterbalances the longing lit- 
tle girls have to be.cooks. Hook and ladder 
trucks are scarlet and gay with gongs, and 
sleds, so dear to the hearts of Chicago chil- 
dren, both boys and girls, are made in won- 
derful numbers. There is nothing particu- 
larly new about sleds unless it be their price. 
Formerly they cost $6 or &8: now as good a 
sled as heart of boy could desire, either sled 
or coaster shape, with side handles and bar 
or bent knee top, can be had for $1.50. Girls’ 
cutters are more costly. Some dainty ones 
are fitted with upholstered linings and fur 
rugs. 


Skates Are Cheaper. 


What boy that is a boy does not lovea pair 
of skates, and the fondness often marches 
with him into manhood. Rolled steel, foot- 
plates, and clamps, or nickel-plated beveled 
edge, welded and hardened runners. All 
of these words are in the boys’ good-time 
vocabulary. Straps seem to be done away 
with almost entirely. Girls handy with the 
needle would make no mistake in making 
ready a chamois-lined bag for big brother's 
skates, for if he hasn't them already he is 
sure to get them for Christmas. 

A notable feature of boys is the display of 
patriotism. Anything with the name of 
Dewey or other hero connected with it is an 
assured success. Battleships have an un- 
precedented sale. Krupp guns go like hot 
cakes, though not so softly. Wooden can- 
non arein great demand, toy sailors are re- 
ceived with unbounded pleasure, and all of 
the things to be shot at, even in the baby 
pep-gun sets, are in grotesque semblance 
of Spanish warriors. The battleship Maine 
has passed into’ the annals of toy history 
on four wheels and tied to a string. It is 
highly decorated, has a gatling gun that 
fires balls, a turret, and full rigging—and a 
tag marked 90 cénts. Thecruiser New York, 
made of iron, enameled in colors, with a 
twenty-four-gun auxiliary battery, double 
turrets, Admiral om the bridge, and two 
fighting tops, costs 20 cents more. 

A whole leaden fleet of eleven pieces is sold 
for $1.15. But something tells it must bea 
Spanish fleet. It could stand neither fire 
nor water if put to thetest. Soldiers of lead 
are sold in sets of ten to twenty-five pieces 
at prices ranging from 35 cents to $6. Swords 
and belts with tin scabbards are sold for 
the boys to wear. Soldier sets cost in the 
neighborhood of $1. \ They include breast 
plece, hat, gun, sword, and cartridge box. 
Another style its the full dress cadet sult, 
and another the United States Marine. 

Jockey sets with whip, horn, cap, and 
belt, and firemen’s suits with ax, trumpet, 
belt, shield, and hat with ‘“‘ brave boys” 
printed on it are made in similar sats. A 
full set of royal cadets of sixteen little 
sokiiers armed with sham guns, nicely 
decorated and stationed on an extension 
rack arrangement, sells for 25 cents. 

Toys Illustrate the War. 

Rubber balls are decorated with American 
and Cuban flags, and as to games for young 
and old the most vitally interesting are 
those that repeat the particulars of the 
Spanish-American war. For the children 
insist upon their own precious share of 
patriotism. 

Magic lanterns, good ones, aré never in- 
expensive, though they create endless 
amusement, especially the cinematograph 
ones, which show movable pictures on the 
wall, men walking, horses running, and so 


forth. 
Dear as the doll to the girl isthe tool chest 


to the boy, despite the fact that it is forever 
making his fingers and his mamma’s heart 
bleed, and everlastingly thumping and 
hammering his poor, clumsy little hands, 
Still it remains prime favorite and it seems 
to be that element of danger that invests it 
with its glamour. A 16x0%x6% tool chest, 
with twenty-five tools, pretty good ones, too, 
can be had for $5, the price running duwn 
from that to 20 cents for toy tools up to 
$15 or $20. 

Boys who have sat wide-eyed all through 
a magician’s performance would beg for 
nothing better than a box of tricks with in- 
structions as to |how the most wonderful 
and mystifying tricks adopted by the lead- 
img magicians in the world are performed. 

Printing presses are as well liked as ever, 
although it is an awfully dirty toy, 
and one in which the interest soon wanes, 
because “‘it is too much like work.” 

Here are a few more presents that might 
prove overwhelmingly attractive to embryo 
inventors and mechanics. What say you 
to steam engines with brass boilers, doubie 
fly wheels, whistle, and safety valve, pol- 
ished and painted, twelve inches high, for 90 
cents? Here, for instance, is a mechanical 
machine shop with a stationary steam en- 
gine. The engine has a sheet iron fire box, 
gun metal boiler, four-burner spirit lamp, 
two steam exhausts, safety valve, whistle, 
nickel-plated attachments, glass water 
gauge, two stop cocks, cock to drain boller, 
two cylinders, with eccentric pistons and 
driving rod, and heavy fly-wheel. The shop 
has a long continuous shaft with ten pui- 
leys, three lathes, two grindstones, a drill 
punch, circular and band saw, and a man 
feeding lumber, a metal cover, and a giass 
roof. It is two feet high, a foot wide, and 
three feet long, and it costs, an extremely 
low figure, $35. 

Catches Small Boy’s Eye. 

Now, each and/every item excepting the 
one last mentioned in this whole description 
‘is utter Greek to the average mater, but she 
takes her small son down to look at the 
toys, and this is) the ‘‘toy’”’ that his eye 
lights upon, and this is the toy that he im- 
mediately wants,' and the only toy that 
he cares anything about, to his mother's 
intense chagrin and his father’s boundless 
delight.

Malleable iron freight trains that run by 
a ‘“‘string’’ power have movable driving 
rods in the engines. As to iron toys for tod- 
diers and little ¢haps generally there is a 
well crammed stock in every toy depart- 
ment. 

A fire engine has three galloping horses, 
movable iron firemen, a rubber hose, and a 
gong. An iron truck with two galloping 
horses allon wheels holds two wooden casks, 
a case, and a movable driver. . Another fire 
engine that can be filled with water has a 
bulb connected with the rubber hose, which, 
when squeezed, nds a stream of water 
through the hose. Iron hooks and ladders 
are devised without number. Iron ice 
wagons are filled with polished glass squares 
in imitation of ice—a clever imitation, but a 
combination that promises tears and blood- 
shed if the two should come together too 
hard. | 

Coal carts made of iron have donkeys and 
movable drivers and can be filled with bits 
of coal. | 

In the line of fron toys are those shame- 
faced parental impositions—theiron banks— 
that decoy poor, defenseless little children 
into dropping their hard-begged-for pen- 
nies therein to see them work. Chief among 
these deceptions for obtaining money tinder 
false pretenses is the clown with the hoop. 
“Place a penny in the dog’s mouth,” say 
the directions, ‘“‘ and see him jump through 
the clown’s hoop and drop it in the barrel.’”’ 
Even patriotism !s misappropriated for pen- 
ny catching purposes. Thechild is informed 
that the Spain bank “ represents a Spanish 
gunboat bombarded by a United States fort. 
Place slug in cannon (these are the direc- 
tions), pull trigger, and see the slug knock 
down the mast and Spanish flag and the 
coin drop in the bank. Some wise children 
know that buttons cam be used just as well 
as pennies to make the bank work, and 
have been known to cut the buttons off their 
mamma's clothes—‘‘ just to see the bank 
do tricks.”’ 


LIZARDS TO CURE CANCER.

Even today we may still find curious cures. 

One of the strangest in this latter category 
is the use of precious stones for the gure of 
disease. The diamond is considered one of 
the most useful of all gems, and Is especially 
indicated in certain diseases of the nervous 
system. Its successful appiication in long- 
standing cases of feminine irritability has 
long been kno to the average husband 
and lover, but its prosaic use as a substitute 
for asafcetida or other objectionable sub- 
stances will no doubt come as a surprise to 
everybody. 

Novel as is the idea, it, however, finds a 


parallel in the case of certain nations, which: 


believe that a dlamond placed in a glass of 
water communicates many virtues to the

fluid, making it exceedingly valuable in the 
cure of disease.

For the cure of warts, indeed, a some- 
what similar remedy is in vogue in certain 
parts of England, the excrescences being 
rubbed with a piece of beef, which must, 
however, be stolen before it is used, and 
must then be careful'yv buried. 

Breathing ona w nine times atthe time 
of the new moon is also declared to be ef- 
fectual in removing them. 

Among other remarkable methods of cur- 
ing must certainly be mentioned one which 
is much used in certain parts of the Tyrol 
for cancer. This consists in decapitating 
and skinning lizards, the flesh of which is 
cut up into pleces and swallowed by the 
patient without cooking or any modification, 

After a few doses of this ‘‘ drug” have 
been swallowed they are said to produce a 
profuse persplration and gradually a slough- 
ing off of the cancerous growth, which is re- 
paired by perfectly healthy tissue. 

Scarcely less potent is a mode of healing 
which ts much vaunted in certain quartersof 
India. This may be called “* color healing.”’ 
It consists in administering water in glasses 
of @ifferent colors, from which color the 
draft obtains its properties which are mag- 
ical in their effect—provided the patient is 
endowed with sufficient faith. 

Water In a red glass will cure epilepsy, in- 
somria, nervous diseases, the plague, fevers 
and agues, and half a score of the other dis- 
eases which mortal fleshisheirte. Inablue 
glass it is a sovereign remedy for the palsy, 
for falling sickness, for typhoid, and for 
numerous other allied and non-related com- 
plaints, while in a green glass it is a specific 
for other complaints, and in yellow for yet 
another batch.—Pearson’s. 


VARIOUS WAYS BEARS FEED. 


How They Gather Berries—Queer Pre- 
dicament in Which One of the Beasts 
Was Found in Camp. 


I can verify the statement of Mr. Hardy 
of how bears eat berries, and, indeed, feed 
in other ways. Stories of bears are current 
talk in the backwoods and the old residents 
have learned a good deal of their habits in 
this way. 

Often in the then thinly settled north 
Michigan woods I have accompanied my 
wife on her berry gathering excursions, 
fearing to let her go alone on account of 
the numerous bears which shared the enor- 
mous quantities of the finest berries which 
grew in the windfalls. Once when thus en- 
gaged at one side of a gigantic pine which 
lay over breast high we heard a sort of 
scufliing on the other side of it, amid the 
dense growth of blackberries. Thinking 
some other person was on the same business 
as we were no notice was taken, but all of us, 
bear as well, as we found afterward, went 
along the fallen pine until we came near 
to the top of it, when, looking up, both of 
us saw at the same instant the head of a 
huge bear, as it showed itself by its head 
being far above the level! of ours. 

The bear saw us at the same tnstant and 
stopped eating, with an armful of bushes 
gathered between its forelegs. We did not 
move, but stood quite still, and soon the 
bear went on with its meal, picking off the 
fruit with its mouth. We, of course, gently 
backed out of the bushes and left the bear 
— without any offensive move- 
ment. 

After that, and with some other experience 
that bears are by no means quarrelsome, if 
not disturbed or driven to resistance, or 
even disposed to fight when attacked, but 
rather inclined to get away, even the women 
and children of the locality were not 
alarmed further than to get away in the 
easiest manner and leave the field to the 
big, black, shaggy fellows. In fact, this

sweet underbark, which is doubtless what 
they are after.. In fact, they are playful 
animais, and when seen without their know- 
ing it they will play and romp together as a 
lot of boys will, wrestling with each other 
or chasing each other in a rough sort of 
game, which is amusing when their really 
se ego habits have become known. But 
ew people care to get too closel 
with them.

AMERICAN WATCHES ABROAD. 


And Some Trace in Our Growing Ex- 


portations of American Made 
Clocks as 


There are fifty watch and clock manue- ~ 


factories in the United States, the gross out- 
put of which in a year is about $12,000,000, 
the materials in use representing $2,500,000 
and the items of labor, superintendence, 
clerical work, and advertising the balance. 
In clockmaking Connecticut is at the. head 
of all the States, and this particular indus- 
try gives employment to nearly 3,000 per- 
sons. In watchmaking Illinois is at the head, 
with employés to the number of nearly 4,000, 
while New York comes second to Illinois in 
watchmaking and third in clockmaking, 
Massachusetts holding the second place in 
the latter branch. 

There is now a considerable foreign trade 
in American-made watches and clocks, a 
trade which seems certain to be extended 
by the addition to territory under Ameri- 
can sovereignty. According to the Treas- 
ury reports last year, clocks and watches 
to the value of $1,700,000 were exported to 
foreign countries; but to those countries 
chiefly which have no clock or watch indus- 
tries of their own. The distinguishing fea- 
tures of American clocks and watches are 
their cheapness, their serviceableness, and 
Foreign- 
made watches, and especially those from 
Switzerland, France, and Germany, are not- 
ed| for their ornate character, embellish- 
ments, and fine casings, and in one particu- 
lar they may be said still to excel American 
watches—that is, for ladies’ wear and use. 

American watches and clocks were ex- 
ported last year to two countries chiefly, the 
United Kingdom #@ind Canada. Then fol- 
lowed Japan, to which American clocks and 
watches to the value of $163,000 were sent, 
followed by Australia, with exports of $182,- 
000; South America (Brazil and Argentina 
excepted), $85,000; Africa, $70,000; Brazil, 
$40,000; British East Indies, $40,000; Asia, 
$20,000 (exclusive of India, China, and Ja- 
pan); Mexico, $20,000; and China, $18,000. To 


some of the minor countries of Europe cheap’ 


watches were sent, but not in large amount, 
and the export trade to the West Indie 
amounted to $12,000. 

By degrees, through modern methods of 
manufacture, through inventions, and by 
superior w manship, American watches 
have practically forced all others out of 
the marke? in this country except watches 
worn for ornament, clocks used for purpose® 
of embellishment, and especially made 
watches for nautical and engineering use. 
For these there continues to be considere- 
ble dem gaP and an importation from other 
countric®’. particularly of Swiss watchesand 
those made in England and France, but the 
importation of foreign watches and clocks 
was 30 per cent less in 1897 than tn 1898 
and recent figures show that the decline is 
continuous, the total importation of foreigt 


clocks and watches into the United States ~ 


being considerably less than theexportation 
of American watches and clocks to other 
countries, and the disparity seems to be it- 
creasing all the time. 

It is likely to increase still more in the 


future when new foreign markets are opened ~ 


up to American manufacturers in this parm 
ticular, for it is noticeable that in these, 
countries in which American watches have 
been introduced there is no falling of @ 
the demand, but, on the contrary, an e& 
larged one, though tariff conditions have 
not heretofore been favorable to a more 
extensive sale in other countries. of sem 
American products, a majority of the coun 
tries having local tariff regulations which 
practically discriminate against the Unl 
States.—_New York Sun.

The 
““Every Day ”’ does not signify anything as 
to time of meeting, but has reference only 
to the nature of the subject matter dis- 
cussed. Current topics in any field are the 
subjects of consideration at the fortnightly 
meeting. The club meets in the Round 
Tower of the Union league club from 12 m. 
to 2 p. m. Luncheon is served to the club 
members seated at the round table, and the 
viands and the current topic are discussed 
together. The rules of the club do not per- 
mit a member to bring as a guest to the 
luncheon any woman who is a resident of 
Chicago. Guests from out of town may be 
invited, and occasionally a man who is an 
expert in some particular line in which the 
members desire explanation is seated at the 
round table.

At the first opportunity Le Barre tried to 
run it through with his sword, but, quick 
as he was, the cat was quicker, leaping into 
his face and scratching him almost blind. 

Le Barre secretly informed his French 
brethren of this remarkable state of affairs, 
and they were unanimous in the belief that 
the devil was leading them to certain de- 
struction. Frequent reports came to Le 
Barre from his friends of Satanic interviews 
held by Lewis with the diabolical beast, 
which none could kill. 

These interviews were often pointed out 
to the Englishmen by the quaking French, 
who piously crossed themselves during the 
scenes. But the English were scoffers, and 
they rather liked the black compact that 
they believed made them irresistible to their 
enemies. 

Some time was spent in African waters, 
and the evidence that Lewis was wholly 
in the power of Satan became So indisputable 
that the Frenchmen determined to use the 
first opportunity to escape. 

At last a large sloop, suited to the needs 
of-the French, was taken. As they were 
numerically stronger than the English, they 
fitted it oyt to their satisfaction with such 
provisions and ammunition as they chose, 
and parted company with the demon-pos- 
sessed English Captain and his friends. Le 
Barre was chosen commander, and, as the 
wind was blowing hard, they went to a safe 
anchorage under the lee of the adjacent 
coast, where they proceeded to arrange 
their stowage. 

Meantime Lewis was frantic with rage at 
their conduct. Unexpectedly to the French 
he prepared his guns for the broadside, and, 
running alongside their sloop, he called out: 
“Cut down your masts or I will sink you.” 


through with his sword, and the battle for 
supremacy began. Although the French 
were more numerous and more desperate, 
the English prevailed, for there was hardly 
a Frenchman whose face was not terribly 
lacerated by the claws of the black cat. 
As the French were driven over the sides 
of the ship, they saw the diabolical animal 
run up the mainmast, sparkling with light 
like a ball of fire. It ran screaming to the 
end of the topmast yard-arm over their 
heads, and, springing out into the darkness, 
faded away and was seen no more. 


A more harrowing story is to be met with in 
Spanish chronicles of the earlier days of the 
privateers. It is confirmed by the testimony 
of many a Buccaneer and guardacostas sail- 
ing along the shores near the Rio de la 


Hacha. 
As Sir Francis Drake sailed along those 


burning the towns, one village was fore- 
warned by a fisherman whose smack es- 
caped the English fleet. The frantic inhab- 
itants buried their treasures and prepared 
for flight. The children of the village, about 
fifty in all, were placed in care of the fisher- 
man on board his boat, while other boats 
were being provisioned and prepared to carry 
the people away in safety when the dread 
privateers made thelrappearance. A sudden 
squall arising, the fisherman’s smack, with 
its precious cargo, was torn from its moor- 
ings and driven out to sea before the eyes 
of the distressed parents. But the fisherman 
was a hardy sallor, and would have safely 
carried his little passengers into port if the 
English fleet, which was then approaching, 
had not fired upon him and forced him far- 
ther out to sea. In their efforts to escape 
from the English the distracted parents soon 
lost sight of the fisherman’s boat. In a day 
the English were gone, and the sleepless peo- 
ple thronged the shores all night in the 
hope of seeing the fisherman return. Sud- 
denly a glad cry brought all the people to a 
point on the shore. But it was a ghostly

eight that presented itself. The boat was 
coming full toward them from the open sea, 


but there were only the outlines of hull, spar, 
mast, ropes, and sail, all in rays of the 
whitest light. The ‘fisherman was at the 
helm, and about him the glowing figures of 
the village children. The parents cried 
aloud in anxious doubt as they recognized 
the familiar forms. As a poet wrote: 
Near and more near the ship came on, 
With all her broad sails spread; 
The night was thick, but a phantom light 
Around her path was shed, 
And the gazers shuddered as on she came, 
For against the wind she sped. 

As she neared the terror-stricken watch- 
ers the white lines of sail and hull began 
to fade, the ropes and spars fell one by one 
into the glistening sea, the faces of the chil- 
dren grew pale, and their outstretched arms 
fell slowly to their sides. Then, amid the 
shrieks of the agonized parents, the ghost- 
ly vision disappeared, the waters lashed 
the shore in darkness, and a mighty storm 
drove the people to their desolate homes. 

The chronicler relates that the vision ap- 
peared persistently in the way of Admiral 
Drake. Whenever he looked out upon a 
dark night the fisherman and his children 
could be seen in their boat far away on the 
horizon. In the gloom of every approach- 
ing storm, the mystical sails of the ghostly 
boat could be seen widespread as it rode 
toward them on the wings of the tempest. 

He sailed in January for Escudo, but the 
glowing phantom followed him. It tracked 
him to Porto Bello, and the story of the 
children he had driven out to their death 
in the sea at Rio de la Hacha was con- 
tinually pressed upon him. The _ super- 
natural reproach weighed on his mind. His 
fearless eyes grew dim, and his brain was 
racked with feverish dreams. A few days 
‘later he died, and the cannons boomed a 
martial salute over the chieftain as his 
leaden coffin sank into the sea. 

As the fleet sailed away those in the look- 
out saw the phantom sloop glide swiftly 
over the grave of the great Tudor Captain 
and disappear in the white mists that arose 
near the shore. P 


How much of this is the fancy of the Span- 
ish writer we cannot know, but historians, 
poets, and novelists of every generation 
since that time have given ear to the mar- 
velous stories of supernatural scenes which 
plagued the privateer, the Buccaneer, and 
pirate in their career of cruelty andcrime. 

Under the anomalous conditions of their 
life on the treacherous sea, the French Buc- 
cancers were strangely religious, while the 
English were more reasonably full of the 
worst forms of superstition and devil-wor- 


| ship. Many old women of Jamaica and other 


‘English West Indies thrived on the sale of 
good winds and prosperous voyages. The 
Mosquito Indians had an enviable reputation 
as sorcerers. Pirates in these waters fre- 
quently went several days out of their course 
to consult those old women and medicine 
men. Nearly every Buccaneer carried 
charms against storms, Spaniards, and the 
ubiquitous devil. Some of them sought 
through the sorcerers to appease the devil 
and endeavored to secure Interviews in order 
to sell their souls Men steeped in rum and 
hardened by bloodshed could not be expected 
to sail the tragic deep with less faith In black 
magic and devil-worship. 

Treasures were always buried by the Buc- 
caneers with special incantations and invo- 
cations to Satan. Blackbeard said he could 
tell no one where his gold was buried, as he 
had left it in the care of the devil, with the 
promise that the one who lived longest 
should keep it. Captain Kidd ceremoniously 
buried his Bible before giving himself com- 
pletely over to piracy, and of him the poet 
wiote: : 
He plowed for rich harvests of silver and gold, 

He gathered them al] in the deep; 

And he hollowed his granaries far in the mold, 
Where they lay for the devil to keep. | 
At, New Providence there was a wrinkled 

Indian wench of great age, who had, about 
the year 1720, acquired considerable fame 
among the Buccaneers. She sold strings in 
which she tied knots of wind and weather. 
Captain Condent, who had shipped from 
New York as quartermaster on a merchant 
sloop, and had coolly taken possession of it, 
having planned a long voyage, went to her 
and secured her good will by paying double 
the price she asked for a string she had 
given him. After carrying havoc to the 
shipping about the Cape Verde Islands and 
enriching his crew with abundant booty, he 
steered for Brazil. Finding that the knots in 
his wind-and-weather string were becoming 
few, he thought to economize by making 
some captured monks pray for the winds 
and weather desired. They proved poor sub- 
stitutes, as their prayers seemed to avail 
nothing. Then he had them ridden around 
the deck like horses, and flogged to improve 
their faith, but without perceptible results, 
although he kept the incompetent priests 
praying day and night, until they fell speech- 
less and exhausted. Believing them to be 
impostors, he threw them overboard, fully 
convinced that his string alone had the gen- 
wine power. 

From Brazil he went.on a profitable cruise 
to the East Indies and returned to Zanzibar, 
off the east coast of Africa, where he de- 
stroyed some Dutch fortifications and took 
more booty. He now decided that he had 
had enough of fortune and adventure. After 
discussing the matter with his crew, they 
unanimously voted to go to St. Mary’s, divide 
the spoils of their long cruise, and settle fcr 
life among the natives. 

But the last knot in his magic string had 
been used, and a prolonged calm settled upom 
the sea about them. For many days they 
lay upon the glassy water without a move- 
ment of the sailsorarippleinthesea. They 


had plenty of food, but water became scarce 
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and the crew 
thirst. When they had about given up in 
despair a storm as fearful as’ the calm fell 
upon them. It did not seem possible that 
they could escape destruction. In the midst 
of the roaring tempest Captain Condent be- 
thought himself that some, latent power 


“might yet remain in the string. Swinging it 


over his head, he cried aloud several! times to 
the Indian witch of New Providence on the 


other side of the globe. Suddenly the string 


slipped through his fingers like an eel and flew 
away with the storm. The tempest began to 
subside, but when morning came he found 
that: he had lost all reckoning as to where 
they were, and the murky sky affurded no 
opportunity for observation.. The general 
opinion prevailed that they should steer to 
the southwest, and the Captain was giving 
orders to that effect when a strange bird, 
smaller than a wren, flew furiously into his 
face. He beat it off, but whenever he at- 
tempted to repeat the order it renewed its 
attack. Warned by this, he changed his 
order and commanded the he!msman to steer 
south. The bird immediately flew straight 
upward until it was lost to sight. The Cap- 
tain adhered to his orders, although the crew 
threatened mutiny because of their suffering 
for water. Another day, and the men deter- 
mined to submit no longer to the dangerous 
superstition of theirCaptain. He was seized 
and bound, and the ship turned to the south- 


suffered ‘intolerably from | 


tain Condent and his men went resolutely 
in the direction indicated. Half a mile they 
struggled along the rocky way, when they 
heard a groan somewhere near. 

Then there was the exhilarating shout of 
** Wate®! Water!” from one of the men 
ahead. /A moment more and they all fell 
on their knees at a little stream and drank 
their fill of the life-giving liquid. As they 
arose there stood looking at them half a 
dozen emaciated forms that could hardly be 
called the figures of men. They could hardly 
speak, but it was soon learned that they 
were all that remained of a score of Portu- 
guese marooned on that desert island three 
months before by Burgess. Food was at 
once procured for them from the ship, and, 
when the vessel was well supplied with 
water, they sailed away southward to St. 
Mary’s, where they made a just division of 
their spoils and settled among the natives. 
A few months later a pardon was issued to 
them by the Governor of Mascarenhas. 
Condent went to the Isle of Bourbon to live, 
and he became such an honored member of 
society that he married the Governor's sis- 
ter-in-law. Some time’ later he went to 
France with his ill-gotten gains, and be- 
came a prosperous merchant at St. Malo. 


The Buccaneers were prone to lay the 


cause of the specters they saw to cruel 
deeds of the Spaniards. Their forecastle 


death was soon finished, only one being left 
alive. From him he heard a curious story, 

The ship in which they came there was one 
of the best that ever sa‘led the seas. I[t was 
a slaver, and had a full cargo whena storm 
arose and mystérious leaks began to fill the 
hold with water. The pumps were set to 
work in full force, and the ship’s carpenter, 
with a number of slayes, continuously 
sought for the strange apertures in the bot- 
tom of the vessel, but none could be found, 
Sometimes the pumps had nearly drained the 
hold, when the water would begin to creep up 
again.

It was 
surely supernatural. The slaves howled con- 
tinually in dismal chorus, and the pumps 
began to wear out and break down in a must 
unaccountable manner.

new course when the cry of “ Sail ahead.!’’ 
was heard. Straight before them, growing 
clearer out of the mist and moving slowly 
in the same direction, were the dark outlines 
of a vessel like their own.

| And mocked at their failing breath. 

Suddenly the specter ship became station- 
ary, and at the same time breakers were 
heard on the shoals of a reef ahead. 


The vessel was at once turned southward, 
just in time to avoid destruction. Then the 
crew again turned the ship to the south- 
west, and the specter ship again loomed up 
before them. This was warning enough, 
and they turned south, soon leaving the 
ghastly specter far behind. The crew re- 
leased the Captain, and as he came on deck 
he pointed ahead and uttered the joyful cry 
of land. Through the murky atmosphere 
they saw dimly the point of a rocky head- 
land. In a little while they reached a shel- 
tered cove and lowered a boat to go ashore 
for water. 

Captain Condent led the way. When they 
sprang ashore and gained the top of the 
rock they saw a great cross standing be- 
fore them, made of stones fastened one upon 
the other, while at its base lay a corpse 


with an upraised arm pointing along the 


shore. A bird, which Captain Condent be- 
lieved to be the one that flew in his face 
on the ship, twittered a moment on the 
cross and darted away in the direction of the 
pointing arm. 

Although almost too weak to walk, Cap- 
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a ghost scene from some place of Spanish 
bloodshed. As Scott wrote in Rokeby, they 
loved to tell—. 
How by the desert isle or key, 
Where Spaniards wrought their cruelty; 
Strange nightly sounds of woe and fear 
Appalled the listening Buccaneer; 
The groan of grief, the shriek of pain, 
Ring from the moonlit groves of cane. 

Idleness, ignorance, rum, and a spark of 
conscience to light up a little the career of 
cruel deeds filled the imagination of the 
motiey crew with a rich store of legends and 
ghostly romances during their long voyages 
in many climes among many strange peo- 
ple. 

However, their blood-chilling experiences 
were not all as supernatural as they seemed. 
Sometimes their incorporeal visitors  be- 
came either ludicrous or deadly realities. 

Pirate crews, which were often so trou- 
bled by an extra man among them, who 
came and went, like the evil one searching 
for the man he wanted, were sometimes 
likewise disturbed by awaking in the morn- 
ing with an extra Salil that had joined their 
fleet in the night. These phantom ships 
frequently proved to be vessels that had 
been sacked by pirates and abandoned, with 
their tragic story of blood and dead men 
upon the deserted decks. Derelicts of this 
kind became so common that pirates often 
claimed that the vessels they brought ashore 
and sold had been found abandoned on the 
high seas. 

In 1720, while Roberts was carousing in 
wantonness and luxury at Devil’s Island, 
in Surinam River, Guiana, four of its light- 
er vessels going out on a short expedition 
up the coast were caught in a heavy fog 
just off the mouth of the river, where they 
anchored over night. Rumors that some 
Portuguese warships were expected along 
the coast led them to observe unusual pre- 
cautions, When morning came the fog sud- 
denly began to lift with the rising of the 
sun and the coming of a stiff breeze. Out 
of the rising fog they saw bearing down 
swiftly upon them a gigantic ship, whose 
mighty sails, swelled with the half gale 
were driving it upon them as if they were 
pigmies or children’s toys. There was no 
time to discover whether it was a phantom 
or an unheard-of monster built as a man- 
of-war. Guns began to boom, and each ship 
was soon so covered with the smoke of its 
own firing that no one could see what had 
become of the enemy. As there was no 
answering discharge and they were not run 
down, the gunners ceased firing, and the 
smoke quickly went with the wind in a 
thick cloud. In the midst of it a glimpse 
of the white specter could be seen. They 
hastily weighed anchor and followed. In 
a little while they came alongside of an in- 
significant sloop, which had been looming 
in such frightful proportions in the lifting 
fog, and boarded it. The bloody corpses of 
a dozen Spaniards and two Buccaneers told 
the tragic story. As they bent over the 
bodies a ghostly voice in the rigging

In 1718, off the Bermudas, one of Black- 
beard’s crews boarded a large Rehieeeaieaeen 
drifting aimlessly with the wind, and found 
the last man aboard dying of the smallpox 
Mary of the pirates, in their haste to get 
away, sprang overboard, but the haste was 
useless, since in a few weeks nearly half of 
them were dead from the dread disease, be- 
fore its course was run.

The sails 
were spread to the breeze, and to their 
amazement it began to move majestically 
away. The negro cook stretched out his 
arms imploringly toward the departing

The slave was at once put to torture in 
order to make him confess that sorcery had 
been practiced, and that biack magic had 
been used to save the ship for the negroes, . 
His explanation was simple. Among them 
were a number of expert divers, who had 
volunteered to find the leaks in the bottom of 
the hold.
